It was reported 
that John Spry, also one of the Republican 
nominees, had caused it to be intimated 
through his friends yesterday that he had no 
desire to continue a candidate as the nomi- 
nee of the Republican convention of Tues- 
day. Mr. Spry, however, denies that he is 
willing to withdraw. He does not desire the 
office overmuch, but before declining a nomi- 
nation he win consult the party leaders. 

Messrs. Weinharat, Guthrie, and Coy, 
however, will stick at all hazards. Allof them 
eagerly sought the nominations. But it is 
apparent that the Heritz-Hogan-Bidwill-Pat- 
ton ticket will not stand. It will have to be 
withdrawn beyond all doubt. The only hope 
is in a citizens’ ticket. : 

It is said that Mr. Frank M. Biair has de- 
clined a nomination on the Republican ticket 
in the place of Gen. Stockton. There is some 
talk ot naming Mr. Blair as one of the Citi- 
zen candidates. 


THE SITUATION. 

Everywhere around town where Repub- 
licans met the ticket was condemned and 
repudiated.

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BARTON'S BIG SCHEME FALLS THROUGH 


The Ontario & Western Will Not Be Con- 
trolled by the New York Central. 

New York, Dec. 4.— [Special. — The 
scheme of Samuel Barton, the Vanderbilt 
director in the New York, Ontario & West- 
ern railway, to turn the control of that com- 
pany over to the New York Central people 
has fallen through for the present. The Cen- 
tral directors at their last meeting decided 
that the plan could not succeed and it was 
resolved to withdraw whatever indorse- 
ment they may have extended to it. 
The Ontario & Western has over $50,000,000 
of stock upon its bouks—rather an immense 
amount to influence—and Mr. Barton’s plan 
has failed through a lack of proxies. Of 
course Mr. Vanderbilt was quite ready to 
assume control of the road if it were handed 
to him free of charge, and with the’ stock. 
holaers’ blessings, but it is a grave question 
how much he would. consider such control 
worth it he had to pay for it. It is now sug- 
gested that the violent mutual affecuon 
which these roads are supposed to have, and 
which circumstances prevent from resulting 
in a matrimonial alliance, as it were, will de- 
velop into a close traffic arrangement. They 
can’t be husband and wife, so they will be 
sister and brother to each other. 
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CHARGES AGAINST KNIGHTS OF LABOR. 


Homer McGaw Says Officers Have Been 
Guilty of Importing Labor. 

Prrrsnend, Pa., Dec. 4.—Homer L. McGaw, 
who was expelied from the Knights of Labor 
at the Atlanta convention, gives the press 
an extended statement tonight, in which he 
makes some serious charges against tne 
leading officials of the order. Mr. McGaw 
was at the head of the Insurance Association 
of the Knights of Labor for three 
years. The charges were preferred 
against him by the officers of the Win- 
dow Glass Workers’ Association, he 
says, because he had been instrumental in 
collecting evidence to prove that President 
Campbell and other officers of the Window- 
Giass Workers’ Association had assisted in 
importing forty-five Engiisn giassblowers, 
now at, work at Jeannette. He alleges that 
the action of the convention was unconstitu- 
tional. One of his accusers, Charles Litch- 
man, he offered to prove from the records, 
was at one time sbort in his accounts, and 
only paid them when threatened with crim- 
inal prosecution, He was not given the 
chance. | | 


men of America. The Barbers’ Convention 
today, by a vote of 28 to 8, decided that it 
would be impolitic, unbusinesslike, and use- 
less to attempt to foster the custom of wear- 
ing the locks long. Figaro Louis Lassange’s 
learned argument went for nothing, and Mr. 
Lassange is an educated Frenchman who 
lives in Boston, and his argument was intro- 
duced in a paper entitled The Perfection 
of Hairdressing.” Discussing the modes of 
capillary arrangement,“ as he expressed 
it, he made short hair and the pompadour the 
especial objects of his attack. 

“Short hair,” he said, is a barbarity my 
horror of which can’t be expressed in words: 
It is the child of the prize ring and the rooster 
fight. From the days of Apollo, that perfect 
type of manly beauty, down to the early 
years of this century, the long, sometimes 
curling locks were emblematic of gentle 
breeding. But when the rowdy Lords 
around George IV. forgot their breeding and 
became the patrons of the prize ring and 
the associates and friends of the bullies of 
the day then the fashion was set for the hor- 
rid custom, the locks were shaven, and the 
decline of the aristocracy began. For my- 
self I would as soon see the body nude as the 
naked, living head showing a hundred scars, 
and forcing inspection of the uncomely 
ridges with which the human skull is marked. 

THE POMPADOUR. 

The pompadour was another suggestion 
of the evil one, and I am giad to see that it is 
dying out as a fashion with the roller-skat- 
ing rink, its accompanying iniquity. On 
women whose foreheads are naturally low it 
is not unpicturesque, but on men, mon Dieu! 
I never see a fellow with a pompadour that I 
do not say: ‘Surely here is one who has but 
lately emerged from behind a counter.“ 

It wi be seen by this that Mr. Lassange is 
by no means an ordinary barber. He has 
swept the stubble from Oliver Wendell 
Holmes’ face and mown his swath across 
the clearing between James Rusself Lowell’s 
nigh and off whisker. He was the last man 
who shaved Ralph Waldo Emerson. Someof 
his old customers are Mr. Howells, Col. 
Taylor of the Globe, Thomas Bailey Aldrich, 
Boyle O'Reilly, and Lawrence Barrett. He 
was a Baron or something in the old country, 
and his practice is almost altogether private. 
Just the same, the barbers’ convention did 
not did fear to dispute his proposition. Pres- 
ident Koch of Muskegon, who is a pretty fly 
barber himself if he does live in the woods, 
attacked him on the historical evidence— of 
long hair, ana George B. Stewart of St. Paul 
said: A barber who proposes loug hair de- 
liberately throws away half his income.“ 

Mr. Lassange took issue with Mr. Stewart 
on this statement. He said the loss would 
be more than balanced by a gain on sham- 
pooing. “You know; yourselves, gentie- 
men, that a large measure of our profits is 
derived from the shampoo, Besides, with 
long hair trimming would be more frequently 
necessary than hair cutting is at present.” 

THE COUNTRY BARBER. 
Then the country barber arose. He comes 
from Metropolis, Ind. 


sandy mustache. He wears spring: bottom 
lavender trousers, a watch chain as big as a 
street-car trace, and a horseshoe charm. His 
necktie is purple. His hair is banged low on 
his forehead, and his hands, which are large 
and adorned with rings, are also commem- 
orative of recent labor in the barn. 

“TI arise, Mr. President,“ the country 
barber said, to remark that the gentleman 
from Boston has proposed the chumpiest idee 
I ever seen proposed in a convention. I do 
not know nothing about Apollinaris, and if 
he was a customer of Mr. Lassange’s I have 
not a whole lot to say against him. On that 
point there will not be no discussion betwten 
him and me; or perhaps I had better say, he 
and I. But I want to say this here, that the 
people in these parts won't stand it. What 
does the honorable rooster propose? 
Does he expect that men with raw 
material in their head is going 
to put their hair up in curl papers before re- 
tiring into bed, or push it.back with a round 
comb and wear it in a net when going out to 
a high-toned dance Saturday nights!

SHORT HAIR WINS. 


Vigorous applause followed this speech, 
and when the vote was taken, as has been 
said, twenty-eight barbers opposed the propo- 
sition, which Mr. Lassange put in the shape 
of a resolution, and only eight favored it.

from you, which tends to lower the dignity 
of your profession.”’

SEIZED A WHOLE TRAIN OF CARS, 


Tax Collectors Determined to Make the 
Canadian Pacific Pay Up. 

Port Artuur, Ont., Dec. 4.—[Special. |— 
Considerabie excitement was caused tere to- 
day when a bailiff at the instance of the tax 
collector seized a locomotive and seventeen 
cars, the property of the Canadian Pacific 
railway, for taxes due thé town by the com- 
pany. The question of taxes between the 
town and the company has been in dispute 
for years. The taxes have not been paid and. 
now amount to $15,000. Early this year tne 
Council made a proposition to the company 
to remit half the taxes due and exempt all 
improvements of the company for the future, 
taxing only the land, in consideration of the 


company agreeing to continue passenger 


steamers and doing a package freight busi- 
ness here. As the company did not comply 
with the proposition the Council pérmitted 
the tax collectors to seize the property. The 
agent here has communicated the circum- 
stances of the seizure to General Superin- 
tendent Whyte at Winnipeg, but so far no 
steps have been taken to release tife engine 
and cars. Part of the cars are full of freight 
and the whole train is side-tracked.

He said 
once it was in Washington and again taken 
to Baltimore, and finally promised to secure 
it right away: The forged contract was 
given to Gov. Foraker about the 12th of Sep- 
tember. He declares that he believed it was 
genuine, and gn the strength Of. that belief 
it was published in fac-simile in the Com- 
mercial-Gazette. . 

The most interesting poruou of the Gov- 
ernor’s voluminous statement is the minute 
account of the meeting between himself and 
Editor Halstead on the train going to Colum- 
bus Sept. 14. The Governor told the editor 
about having the paper, and he expressed a 
doubt about being able to use it. Mr. Hal- 
stead asked for it, and when they reached 
Columbus the now notorious paper was pho- 
tographed and subsequently printed. 


CLARENCE TOOT NOT YET DISCOVERED. 


There Is a Growing Belief That He Ab- 
aconded—Contradictory Rumors. 

GRAND Rais, Mich., Dec. 4.-—{Special. |— 
The later developments in the case of Cuar- 
ence Toot, who so mysteriously disappeared 
from the United States Express company’s 
office Sunday, seem to indicate that he ab- 
sconded. The officers and the agents of the 
express company are close mouthed, and oniy 
the most meager details-can be obtained. 
Sensational stories in regard to the loss of 
a $12,000 package of diamonds are fabrica- 
tions. It is learned, however, that Saturday 
night Toot made inquiries regarding the 
railroad fare to Montreal Sunday he 
bought 4 pair of blue goggles 
at a jewelry store, and it is 
quite positively stated that he purchased a 
suit of clothes. There are many discrep- 
ancies in the reports given out at the express 
office. It is said that Toot told a companion 
that there was a mistake of $16 in his books 
and that he was warried about it. The ex- 
press agent says there was no discrepancy at 
all The opinion grows that there are dis- 
crepancies and that the amount is consider- 
able. There is also a strong suspicion that 
there is a woman in the case.

WHOLESALE POISONING AT INDIANA, PA. 


The Faculty and Pupils of the State Nor- 
mal School Dangerously Affected. 

PiTTsBURG; Pa., Dec. 4.— [Special. |—Intel- 
ligence reached this city tonight that an ap- 
parently malicious attempt was made several 
days ago to poison the faculty and pupils of 
the State Normal School at Indiana, Pa. In 
some manner as yet undetermined poison 
was introduced in the food, and the princi- 
pal, Prof. Z. V. Snyder, his family, the en- 
tire faculty, and forty of thy students be- 
came ill. Fortunately none were dangerous- 
ly affected, and aside from the headache and 
nausea consequent upon the poisoning there 
were no serious results. While the illness 
continued there was the greatest consterna- 
tion about the institution. 

Out of considerawon for the parents of pu- 
pils, who are distributed all over Western 
Pennsylvania, matter was kept quiet. 
There is a wel founded suspicion that the 
wholesale poisoning was the result of malice 
against certain officers of the institution, and 
a vigorous investigation is in progress, 


TO DECREASE THE DANGER FROM FIRES. 


Boston Architects and Bullders Hold an 
Important Conference. 

Boston, Mass., Dec. 4. A conference of 
builders, architects, and owners was held 
here today to confer regarding the building 
laws and regulation of building construction, 
subjects suggested by the recent fire. A 
committee of twelve was appointed to con- 
sider amendments to tne building laws and 
report at a subsequent meeting. 

Six subjects were touched upon as matters 
for the committee to consider with care—viz. : 

First—The limitation of the height of buildings 
to an altitude proportionate to the width of the 
streets, 

Second—The cutting down the height of stud- 
ding in buildings of many stories so as to reduce 
the total height of the structures. 

Third—Protection for all structural ron 
so as to prevent the weakening effect now re- 
sulting from expansion of that materia! in gird- 
ers. etc. 

Fourth—Reduction in number of openings in 
the fronts of external walls, as when windows 
are smashed in the fire has practically full play 
in an open building. 

Fifth—Subdivision of large floor areas. 

Sixth—Thorough investigation as to means for 
minimizing danger from electric wires, 


FIRE ON A BIG NEW YORE PROPELLER. 


Fifty Passengers in Danger Until Landed 
by Another Vessel. 

New York, Dec. 4.—(Special.]—The big 
propelier Newburg caught fire this evéning, 
just after she haa poked hef nose northward 
on ner night trip.

Pullman, Wash Porter, Warren S. Leland, 
and a host of others who are here in Chica- 
xo’s interest are letting no grass grow under 
their feet. 

The St. Louis committee is not doing much, 
neither is Washington, and no one seems to 
know when the New York representatives 
will be here. It is possible that New York 
and St. Louis may unite with Washington 
and attempt to delay legislation for an indefi- 
nite period. The World says that Chicago 
received the expression of first choice of 67 


„out of 173 definite replies to ite interrogations. 


New York got 48, Wasbington 36, and St. 
Louis 22. The result of visit of the 
Worlds men to Washington has dampened 
the ardor of the friends of all the cities but 
Chicago. The contest may resolve itself into 
a game of Congressional freeze-out, but the 
Chicago men hope to win the prize. The IIli- 
nois Congressmen and Sevators and the 
other friends of Chicago in both houses of 
Cong are beginning to bestir themselves, 
and before loug the situation may assume 
some definite proportions. Aside from the 
World's figures there is absolutely nothing 
on which to base a statement, and it is not to 
be believed that a New York newspaper 
would accredit Chicago with a single vote 
more than she has. 

In the Senate today Mr. Cullom presented 
the resolution of the live-stock men, adopted 
at their convention in November, favoring 
Chicago for the piace of holaing the Worid’s 
Fair. The resolution recited that Chicago 
was of all places the most favorably located 
for the agricuitural interests of the country, 
and that the live-stock interests especially 
would be benefited by holding it there. Con- 
gress was therefore memoralized for legisla- 
tion in behalf of Chicago. 


NEW YORK’S WORLD’S FAIR BILL. 


Provisions of the Measure Which Will Be 
Submitted to Congress. 

New York, Dec. 4.—The bill drawn by the 
Worid’s Fair Committee of this city was to- 
day made public. The title of the bill reads 
thus: 

Anu act to provide for celebrating the four 
hundredth anniversary ef the discovery of 
America by Columbus by holding an inter- 
national exhibition of arts, sciences, manu- 
factures, and the products of the soil, mine, 
and sea, in the City of New York, in the 
State of New York.”’ 

The measure has twenty-one sections. The 
first provides primarily for a World’s Fair 
company, with two incorporators from each 


e one from each Territory, and one from 
t 


he District of Columbia, all of‘wnom as 
soon as appointed will act with the members 
of the Committees on Finance, Permanent 
Organization, Site, Buildings, and Legisia- 
tion. 

Under the bill the commission may issue 
$20,000,000 of stock certilicates at $10 per 
share to subscribers: The guarantee fund 
subscriptions are to be taken with the same 
effect as though made on the books of the 
commission. The proceeds shall be used for 
erection of buildings and fixtures. The 
commission as soon as appointed shall be 
called together in New York by the 
Secretary of State, officers shall be chosen, 
and books opened for subscription® A 
shareholders’ meeting shall be held at the 
same time and twenty-five of them shall be 
chosen to,act with the commission and upon 
the Finance Committee. Mortgage bonds 
may be issued upon the property or income 
of the commission. Sec. 15 provides that 
“nothing in this act shall be so con- 
strued as to create any liability of 
the United States, direct or indirect, 
for any debt or obligation incurred, nor for 
any claim by the United States Internation- 
ai Commission for aid or pecuniary assist- 
ance from Coagress or the Treasury of the 
United States in support or liquidation of 
any debts or obligations created by said com- 
mission.“ 

The limit of the commission’s life is 1898. 
Details fill the other sections. It is proposed 
to submit this bill to Congress for that body’s 
action, and to that end copies of this bill will 
be immediately forwarded to the New York 
Congressmen with the request that they 
work in its behalf.

SKETCH OF THE JUDGE'S CAREER, 


Nephew of Justice Field, Who Is Now 8 
Member of the Supreme Court. 


RECEIPT OF THE NEWS AT LEAVEN WORTH, 


Wasurneton, D. C., Dec. 4—[Special.}— 
The appointment of Judge David J. Brewer 
of Kansas to succeed Stanley Matthews on 
the Supreme bench, which was sent in today, 
was well received. The President was com- 
mended for promoting efficient Judges, and 
hopes were expressed that the policy thus 
begun would be kept up. Judge Brewer’s 
name was first brought to the President’s 
attention last summerat Deer Park. He was 
warmly indorsed by the two Kansas Sen- 
ators and had the support of the bar of the 
Southwest. He also had Indiana friends 
who are close to the President. Judge 
Brewer’s selection will enable the Executive 
to fill he next vacancy on the Western cir- 
Cult With some one trom east of the Missis- 
sippi, and if Justice Samuel F. Miller of Iowa 
retires during the present Administration it 
is likely that Attorney General Miller will go 
ou the Supreme bench. The appointment is 
weil received by the Justices. Justice Miller, 
over whose circuit Justice Brewer has pre- 
sided, speaks of bim in the warmest terms, 
ranking him among the ablest Judges on the 
bench. 

Judge Brewer is a nephew of Justice 
Stephen J. Field. This is the first instance 
in the history of the United States Supreme 
Court of two men as nearly related as are 
Judge Fieid and Judge Brewer being on the 
bench at the same time. 

Judge Brewer’s father, the Rev. Josiah 
Brewer, was a missionary to Asia Misor 
when the Justice was born, but returned to 
this country when Davia was 3 years old. 
By a strange coincidence, Judge Brewer 
graduated in the same class at Yale with 
Judge Brown of Detroit and John Mason 
Brown of Kentucky, both of whom were 
prominently named in connection with the 
appointment. 

After a year’s study of the law in New 
York City Mr. Brewer removed to Kansas, 
where he early took a prominent place in his 
profession. He served two terms of six 
years on the bench of the Supreme Court of 
that State, and had enterea upon a third 
when President Arthur appointed him Judge 
of the Eighth Judicial Cireuit, to succeed 
George W. McCrary. 

No objecuous are known which would 
stand in the way of Judge Brewer’s coniir- 
mation, and he is likely to be confirmed be- 
fore the holiday recess. | 


REJOICING AT LEAVENWORTH. 


Judge Brewer's Appointment Well Re- 
ceived—His Interesting Record, 
LEAVENWORTH, Kas, Dec. 4.—fSpeciat.}— 
News was received m this oity this after- 
noon that Judge D. J. Brewer, a citizen of 
Leavenworth, had been appointed an Asso- 
ciate Justice of the Supreme Court of 
the United States, and when it 
became known there was great 
rejoicing among all classes of citizens irre- 
spective ot party. The selection is especially 
praised by members of the bar, and they 
will banquet the Judge at an early day. The 
newly appointed Judge, David Josiah 
Brewer, was born in Smyrna, Asia Mi- 
nor, June 2, 1837. Ms father, the 
Rev. Josiah Brewer, was at the time 
of his birth and for three years after a mis- 
sionary to the Greeks in Turkey. His 
mother, Emilia A. Brewer, was a sister of 
David Dudley and Cyrus W. Field of the 
distinguished New York family. In early 
hfe the Judge was sent to the pub- 
lic schools and began his college ¢ed- 
ucation at an early age in Wesleyan 
University of Middletown, Conn. He subse- 
quently entered tne junior class at Yale Col- 
lege, from which he graduated with high 
honors in 1856. He completed his law studies 
at the Albany Law School, from which 
he graduated in 1858. He then came 
west, .spent a few months in Kansas 
City, and then journeyed overland 
to Pike’s Peak, remaining in Colorado about 
six months. He finally came to this city in 
1859 and has been a citizen of Leavenworth 
ever since. Since settling in Leavenworth 
he has been honored by election to many po- 
sitions of trust and responsibility. 
In 1861 he was appointed United 
States Commissioner. In 1862 he was 
elected Criminal and Probate Judge of Leav- 
enworth County. In 1864 he was elected 
Judge for the First Kansas Judicial District. 
In 1868 ne was elected County Attorney for 
this county and in 1870 he was eléct- 
ed Associate Justice of the Supreme 
Court of Kansas, to which pcsition he 
was reélected in 1876 and i188 In 
1884 he was appointed by President Arthur 
to tne position of Judge of the Eighth United | 
States Circuit, which position he has heid 
ever since. Among the minor positions that 
he has been elected to and filled 
are member and President of the 
School Board for two years; Superin- 
tendent of the city schools for three years, 
from 1865 to 1868; Secretary of the Mercan- 
tile Library Association for four years; 
President of the Kansas State Teachers’ As- 
sociation for two years; and trustee of 
Mount Muncie Cemetery Association since 
its organizauon in 1866. He was married 
Oct. 3, 1861, to Miss Louise R. Las- 
don of Burlington. Vt. and nas four 
daughters, the eldest of whom was recently 
married to A. C. Jetmore of Topeka. While 
on the bench the Judge has given decisions 
in many celebrated cases, and sel om have 
any of his decisions been reyerseG, Under 
his administration the ones bank- 
rupt Missouri, Kansas & Texas rail- 
road is now on a paying best. 
While on the Supreme Bench of this State he 
prepared and deliverec the opinion of the 
court declaring the Probibitory law of the 
Stute constitutional. In 1886 a case Was 
brought before the United States Circuit 
Court from lowa touching the right 
of a State to pass a law 
which rendered valueless private property. 
It was to test the Iowa Prohibitory law. 
Judge Brewer decided that such a law was 
unconstitutional. This case was carried to 
the Supreme Court of the United States and 
was by that court reversed.

Mr. Donahoe Begins His Address in That 
Pleasing Condition. . N 

At the opening of the Cronin trial yesterday 
morning Mr. Donahoe, counsel for the defend- 
ants Patrick O'Sullivan and John Kunze, ad- 
dressed the jury as follows: | + | 

May it please your Honor and Gentlemen of 
the Jury: There is no duty in the life of the 
lawyer that affords him more pleasure than de- 
fending the innocent; therefore, I begin to plead * 
for the life of my two clients, Patrick O'Sullivan 
and John Kunze, with a heart as light as the 
newly made bride as she goes forth with her has- 
band after the bridal ceremony. The reflections 
and slurs of the pudlie prosecutor, the 
cheap wit and untiring _ efforts of 
the iawyers assisting the prosecution in this 
case to disgrace every witness who appears and 
testifies to any fact or circumstance tending to 
show the innocence of the aecused in this case 
will never deter me from éxercising the best 
ability that God has given me in securing for my 
two clients every legal right know to the laws 
of my country. I have but one thing to fear for 
the welfare of my clients at your hands, and that 
is prejudice. If there 1s one among you who is 
prejudiced against any man on trial then a fair 
trial is an impossibility, and there is no safety 
for the innocent. Why? Because prejudice is 
contagious, it may be eonveyed by a glance of 
the eye or by the intonation of the voice. 

Let us follow the evidence against my two 
clients. It does not follow because a witness 
swears to athing that therefore you should be- 
lieve it. Testimony is one thing, and evidence is 
one thing. Testimony is that which is given b 
the witness on the stand, Evidence is that whic 
convin the juror's mind, reason, and con- 
science. Note the distinction. Evidence is that 
which convinces the mind, testimony is that 
which is given by the witness while on the wit- 
ness stand. 

Let us dispose of the facts in this case, or one 
fact introduced in evidence against my client 
Kunze. In the month of March or February—so 
a young man by the name of James says—this 
young man was sleeping in No, 117 Clark street, 
top floor of the fiat. Now, from the evi- 
dence introduced on that. proposition, are

you satisfied beyond a reasonable doubt that he 
slept there? Why, if you presume the prisoners 
at the bar guilty, and try to reconcile the testi- 
mony on that theory. you will have no difficulty 
in sending them to the gaHows. But that is not 
the law. Has any one of these men told you that 
you should presume that the prisoners at the bar 
are innocent? Has any one of the lawyers for 
the proseeution toid you that the burden of 
proof is on the prosecution’ No, That is the 
law. Has any one of the lawyers told you that it 
is essential for them to prove the facts beyond 
a reasonable doubt? Ne. Let that is the law. 

Was Kunze at No. 117 Clark street in the 
month of February or March of this year? Are 
you satisfied of mat? Did he drive horse 
and bugey May 4to the Carlson cottage? Are 
you satisfied of that beyonda reasonable doubt? 
Was de in Neimann’s saloon May 4? Are you 
satisfied of that beyond a reasonable doubt? 
If you are, can you convict him then? No. You 
can guess at his guilt, 2 can do that. What 
does this young man James say! He says he 
saw this young man—that is true, but does it 
follow that he could not be mistaken as to what 
he saw in No. 117 Clark street—does it follow 
that the milkman Mertes could hot be mistaken 
as to the young man in the buggy? Does it fol- 
low that the saloonman Niemagn could not be 
mistaken? If you haven't reasodable doubt upon 
that, you must find this young man not guilty. 

KUNZE’S CONNECTION WITH COUGHLIN. 

Alter reading extracts from the examination 
of Mr. James and commenting thereon, Mr. Don- 
ahoe resumed. 

We put a man by the name of Peter Koch on 
the stand. He tells you that Kunze was living 
with him atthe time. In the months of Feb- 
ruary and March Kunze was living with me.” 
Why should this young man enter into a conspir- 
acy to killa man that so far as the evidence 
shows in this case he never heard of. until after 
May 4? Is there any evidence that Kunze ever 
heard of Dr. Cronin; is there any evidence that 
he knows anything about the Irish societies? 
O, no; but he is acquainted with the other de- 
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WALKING AND TALKING, 


fendant, Daniel Coughlin. What are the circum- 
stances under which he got acquainted with him? 

It appears that some time last winter—I think 
it was in December—there was an explosion at 
Lynch’s distillery. Dynamite was used. It 
seems that Kunze knew or pretended to know 
something about the man that threw the bomb. 
He goes to the police station. Oapt. Schaack in- 
troduces him to one of his. officers. Capt. 
Schaack does not say, “I introduced him.” but 
de comes there and he says, I told Coughlin to 
go with him and see if they could find some evi- 
dence tending to show the guiltof the man that 
threw the bomb.” 

Then when did Kunze enter into the conspira- 
cy to kill and murder Dr. Cronin? They do not 
claim that he struck the fatal blow; but Longe- 
necker in his loyal career here tells you that he has 
no doubt that that young man inted the floor. 
Think of that crazy statement of the public pros 
ecutor: “Ihave no doubt that. Kunze N 
tne floor. Where is the proof? Is that a fair 
and honest way to treat a man on trial for his 
lite? Where is the proof? The only proof is that 
wild, absurd statement. 

Now, what about Nieman, thé saloonkeeper? 
I think that German saloonkeeper acted honest- 
ly in this case, because his evidence tends to show 
to my mind that be intended to act honestly in this 
case. I believe he thought, and probably now 
thinks, that O'Sullivan, Kunze, and Coughlin 
were in bis saloon May 4 He bas some reason 
for thinking so. but his reason is not sufficient to 
satisfy your minds beyond a reasonable doubt. 
I believe he is mistaken. Why? There is no 
doubt O'Sullivan was in his saloon Saturday or 
Sunday night. That is concedec. He says O' Sul- 
livan and his companions were not in there but ; 
one night. That is all we want. O'Sullivan im- 
mediately says: ‘‘I wasin there Sunday night 
with my friends and acquaintances, the Hy- 
lands.” What is Nieman's tqstimony against 
this young man. Kunze? When pressed he says, 
“I think he is the man.“ ; 

Who -~ he Was not in that saloon? Several 
people. Three men testify on behalf of Dan 
Coughlin that he was at the station up to about 
10 o'clock that night. All of O’Sullivan’s house- 
bold testify that he was at home that night. If 
O'Sullivan was notin che saloon May 4, then 
Kunze was not there. If Coughlin was not in 
the saloon May 4 then Kunze was not there, 
That follows as a logical conclusion. Wh*, it is 
the easiest thing in the world to be mistaken in 
the identity of aman. The books are filled with 
mistaken identity where jurqrs are carried away 
by public excitement. Ta 

EVERY ONE MISTAKEN ASOUT KUNZE. 

Mertes is a German. Kunze is a German. 
Mertes has no motive in testifying to a lie, 
therefore Mertes is not mistaken; 

Let me read to you one or two cases of mis- 
taken identity. whether or not you are 
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‘identified and you are asked to take his life.

These men who have testified did not have 
any personal acquaintance with Kunze—this 
man Nieman nor the man James—vet Kunze is 


Are you satisfied that he drove the horse to the 
Carlson cottage the 4th of May? You cannot be 
from the evidence in this case, 

Mr. Donaboe then took up William Mertes’ 
testimony and endéavored to show from his tes- 
timony that he described the young man he saw 
in the buggy drive up to the Carlson cottage with 


and therefore it could not have been Kunze, 
The testimony of the Hyland brothers was gone 
over to show how Nieman, the saloonkeeper, 
might be mistaken in saying O'Sullivan, Dan 
Coughlin, and Kunze were iu his place. Also the 
testimony of O’Sullivan’s men and Mrs. Whalen 
that O'Sullivan was home on the night of May 4. 

Three witnesses testitied that Coughlin was 
not in that saloon on the night of May 4. If 
Coughlin was not there, then O Sullivan was not 
there. Yet, inorder to reach a verdict against 
him, you must be certain in this case that he was 
there on Saturday night and not on Sunday 
night. 

NO PROOF THAT KUNZE PAINTED THE FLOOR, 

Another word about Kunge. He left his friend 
some time in April because, so his friend testi- 
fies, he did not want him there. He said some- 
body in tne neighborhood had charged Kunze 
with stealing som ng—I don’t remember the 
exact charge. Now, Kunze goes to the South Side 
and goes under the name of Kaiser. One witness, 
however, testifies on cross-examination that he 
afterwards told him that his name was Kunze; 

in afterwards, because he asked to see a pa- 
per, and says: Maybe Iam going to get arrest- 
ed about the Cronin case,” they ask you to find 
him guilty. Now, is that evidence of guilt? Mr. 
Ingham told you yesterday that flight is an evi- 
dence of guilt. If flight is an evidence of guilt 
then the opposite of flight must be an evidence 
of innocence, 

The proof shows that Kunze thought he would 
be arrested in connection with this Cronin case, 
yet he did not run away. They say he painted 
that floor. Where is the proof that he painted 
the floor? Where is the proof in this case that 
that floor was painted after May 4? Young Carl- 
son was in that cottage about the middle of April. 
He is the last man that enters it until May 19 or 
20; and yet ‘they wül have you jump to the con- 
clusion that the floor was painted after May 4, 
and thatit was painted by Kunze. They said it 
was painted by Kunze May 1 Why’ Because 
two police officers passing by there saw two men 
around the cottage, Is that proof? I have no 
doubt Kunze painted the floor.”’ Is that an hon- 
est prosecutor? Yet he makes that assertion. 
There is no proof, not a scintilla; but they ask 
you to say, upon your oaths as jurors, that that 
young man painted the floor. hey also try to 
make criminating proof out of the fact that a 
man named Wasbbufrn testified that he saw 
Kunze and O'Sullivan together about April 12. 

Is there any evidence. in this case that this 
young man Kunge ever heard of Dr. Cronin? Is 
there any evidence in this case that Kunze ever 
talked to O'Sullivan about Dr. Cronin? Is there 
any evidence in this case that Kunze ever talked 
to Coughlin about Dr. Cronin? Is there any evi- 
dence that Kunze was acquainted with Martin 
Burke! Is there any evidence in this case that 
Kunze ever was acquainted with Mr. Beggs? Yet 
he is in this conspiracy. When did he join the 
conspiracy? Was it Feb. 8 or was it March W? 
O, no. On April 3? No, Or May 3? Wo. Or 
May 4? No. Perhaps it was when the floor was 
painted—when the floor was painted is the time 
that he joinea theconspiracy. Nieman says they 
were in the saloon—what became of Kunze after 
half-past 10? They met at Nieman's saloon at 
half-past 10 or 11 o'clock, and three men are seen 
in a wagon. Longenecker says they were the 
committee of three, Daniel Coughlin, the Chair- 
man, sitting on a chest together, without one 
scintilla of proof. 5 

At this point the court took a recess until 2 
o’clock. 


WHAT CONSTITUTES IDENTITY. 


O'Sullivan and Kunze Not Shown to Be 
Guilty Men. 

Mr. Donahoe, in resuming his address to the 
jury at 2 o'clock, upon the reassembling of the 
court, said: 

Gentlemen of the jury: In passing upon the 
guilt of my client, John Kunze, you must remem- 
ber that his connection with this case depends 
upon the question of identity. Remember that 
Nieman ‘the saloonkeeper, tne witness that we 
claim to be honest, testified that O'Sullivan and 
the two men were in his saloon for at leat twenty 
minutes; and remember that he, under oath, 
Will not swear psec, Sag a Kunze and Cough- 
lin were the two men. e had an opportunity to 
identify them, but not having seen them before 
he will not swear positively that they are the two 
men. 

Yet, remember that the young man James, 
about a hundred feet away, looking through win- 
dows, swears positively that Kunze is the man 
that he sawin the fiat, No. 117 Clark street. 
Upon that testimony they ask you Ax the 
death penalty upon that man. Are you'satisfied 
beyond a reasonable doubt that this young Ger- 
man boy is ad and therefore ought, to die 
upon the scaffold’ (Mr. Donahoe then read to the 
jury the definition of reasonable doubt in the 
well-known Webster case.) 

It is the law that will be given to you by Judge 
McConnell in this case. Are you satisfied beyond 
a reasonable doubt that this young German boy 
should die upon the scaffold? If you are then 
convict him. If you are not turn him free to 
eurn an honest living, as he always has. He 
connected with this case? He guilty of conspir- 
acy to murder a man he had never heard of? Ab- 
surd! Ridiculous! 

Circumstantial evidence isas certain as direct 
testimony, say the lawyers for the prosecution 
in this case. Sometimes itis, and sometimes it 
is not. When the public mind is inflamed against 
men on trial by newspapers then it is not as 
strong as direct testimony. 

You have nothing to do with the innocence of 
the accused from the proof in this case. You 
are here to determine their guilt. Can you say, 
to a moral certainty, they are guilty? Each 

uror has to act himself, like the Judges in the 

upreme Court, where sometimes three vote to 
sustain a verdict and four vote to reverse it, and 
vice versa. Each man must stand here, like the 
Judges, on his own manhood and sense of con- 
viction. 

CAMP NO. V NOT A MURDERERS’ SOCIETY. 

Each link in the chain of circumstantial evi- 
dence must be established with the same degree 
of certainty as the main fact itself. You must 
be as certain that each link in the chain of cir- 
cumstantial evidence is proved beyond a reason- 
able doubt in this case as you are that it was Dr. 
Cronin’s body that was found in the cat 1 
It was absolutely essential to the State’s case t 
prove to your entire satisfaction the identity of 
the doctor’s body. It is also absolutely essen- 
tial to the State’s case to prove to your entire 
satisfaction that the doctor died from wounds 
and bruises upon his person. It is also essential 
to make out the State’s case that they proved 
every other link in the case beyond a reasonable 
doubt. 

So much for the law relating to the question of 
circumstantial evidence and so much for the law 
relating to the question of identity. Now as to 
the contract. I apprehend that there will be no 
88 but that the contract made by Mr. 

Sullivan will be considered by the prosecution 
in this case as one of the material links in the 
chain of circumstances which must be proved 
beyond its reasonable doubt. In other words, 
the prosecution must prove in this case that Mr. 
O'Sullivan made this contract with Dr. Cronin 
for the purpose of using it as a scheme to kill 
and murder uim. You must be satisfied that he 
made that contract with a criminal mind. that he 
made it forthe purpose of using it as a scheme 
to entice the doctor away from his home to be 
murdered. Now, are you satisfied beyond a rea- 
sonable doubt upon that proposition? If you are 
you still have a right to listen to me, and I know 
you will. 

Life is at stake here. Every hope and aspira- 
tion of my client is at stake. 0.“ said Mr. 
ingham, these men all belong to Camp No. 20.“ 
Gentlemen of the jury. before the trial began I 
knew bo more about the Clan-na-Gael society 
than vou do. I know nothing about the society 
now except what | have heard testified to in this 
case. But it appears from the testimony in this 
case that these men earned their living by the 
sweat of their brow; that they are not thieves, 
not highway robbers; but that they were banded 
together for the purposes of alleviating thé suf- 
ferings of Ireland. It is not a criminal organiza- 
tion from the proof in this case, Why, then, is 
it wildly declaimed that these men belonged to 
the same camp, and that, therefore, you must 
inflict the death penalty? It occurs in this case 
that O'Sullivan and Coughlin are acquainted and 
that Kunze was acquainted with Coughlin. 

There is no evidence in this case that O’Sulli- 
Van ever met John F. Beggs. There is no evi- 
dence that my client O'Sullivan was acquainted 
with Burke, except the testimony of Carlson. 
O, but they sey that they belonged to the same 
camp, and therefore must be acquainted. but we 
have the testimony of Capt. O'Connor. one of the 
chief props of the prosecution. He stated that 
he belonged to Camp No. 2. He also swore on 
examination-in-chief that he never met O'’Sulli- 
Van until after the disappearance of Dr. Cronin, 
and met bim at bis owu house, So it does not 
follow that, because these men belong to the 
same Camp they therefore must be acquainted; 
it does not follow that because men belong to 
the same society they are acquainted. 

Now are you satisfied that O Sullivan made 
that contract for the purpose of taking the life of 
Dr. Cronin? They say Daniel Coughlin had a 
motive because he and the doctor were not on 
good terms. There is no evidence that my client, 
O'Sullivan, ever said a word against Dr, Cronin. 
On the contrary. when he heard him speak in 
the camp he asked his friend and acquaintance, 
Wat kind of a doctor is Dr. Cronin?’ Maho- 
ney says, A very good doctor.” There can be 
no crime, gentlemen of the jury, unless at the 
time the man did the deed he had a criminal 
mind. You must be satisfied not only that 
O'Sullivan made the contract, but you must be 
satisfied, before you dare to intimate that he is

ONLY A BUSINESS CONTRACT. 
pene pees os 
O’Sullivan’s Contract with Cronin Was 
Another Proof of Innocence. 

Now, as to the contract. The evidence in this 
case shows that my client O'Sullivan attended 
the meeting of Camp . 20 and that he was at 
a meeting held in Lake View, where Dr. 
Cronin was senior chairman, or something of 
that kind, once. Mr. Mahoney wus admitted 
into that March 29, and it appears from the proof 
that this cottage was rented about that time. 
If these men were in this Conspiracy they cer- 
tainly took their time to carry it out. Men, 
when they enter into a conspiracy to murder, as 
a general thing execute their designs quickly. 
March 29 he meets Mahoney, and they have a 
drink or two, and they had two or three words 
with a party named McMahon, then they talked 
about goings down to see Dr. Cronin, not to 
go down town to make a contract. McMahon 
wanted O'Sullivan to take the buggy and drive. 
No, [ have not got any time now. Iam. going 
down with my~friend Mahoney to see Dr. 
Cronin.” Well now, they go down town and they 
see the doctor. 

Now, is that a remarkable thing to do-to go to a 
man’s office and be introduced to him by another 
per on! Is it a remarkable thing to go to a doc- 
tor and a lawyer and be accompanied by a friend 
to introduce you? Why, it is a most common 
thing. Mahoney goes with him to see Dr. Cro- 
nin and they have a talk about a contract. There 
the contract is made. Or, as the prosecution 
would have it, there a conspiracy is entered into 
to murder the friend of both—the friend of O’Sul- 
livan, the friend of Mahoney. Think of that 
theory. Patrick O'Sullivan goes down there and 
in the presence of Mahoney with a heart as cold 
as ice eaters into a conspiracy to kill and mur- 
der the man that never injured him in his life. 
That is the proposition in this case, and a novel 
one, indeed. 

O'Sullivan told bis employés in his household 
he had made a contract. aboney, they say, is 
an honest witness. I have no right to say other 
than that, but they never asked Mahoney 
whether or not he ever told anybody about that 
contract O'Sullivan made with Dr. Cronin. I 4 
did not ask bim, because if he had said 1 told 
that I made that contract to John Jones, if he 
haa said that I would be bound by his answer. 
Why? It is not cross-examination—that is to 
say, itisan immaterial matter brought out on 
cross-examination—but if they had asked him, 
Have you told about that contract?’ and he 
said ' es,“ or had said No,“ I could have con- 
tradicted it. The presumption is that there was 
no effort on the part of O'Sullivan to keep this 
contract secret, 

Now, who got the card of O'Sullivan? I do not 
know who was the man. My client does not 
know it. I never saw him, and there is no evi- 
dence that my client ever did. There is no evi- 
dence that Mr. O'Sullivan knew him, and there 
is no evidence that Kunze knew him. Then how 
did he get the card? I do not know. How do 
men get my cards? How do they get the cards of 
Messrs. Miils one Ingham? Why, they go up to 
Mr. Mills and say: Give me some of your cards. 
I have got a friend in trouble, and I want to en- 
gage you in a murder ease.“ Do you suppose he 
would object to giving his cards? 

THE CONTRACT ANNOUNCED PUBLICLY. 


Whatis the theory of the prosecution? They 
say: “There is the cottage, near O’Sullivan’s 
house; therefore it was the scene of the homi- 
cide; therefore O'Sullivan enters jrto a conspir- 
acy to Kill ana murder his friend.“ The evidence 
in this case clearly demonstrates that this con- 
tract with Dr. Cronin was a business contract. 
It was made ia the presence of Mahoney, and 
made in the way that all business-men make a 
contract. There was a dispute as to the 

rice. The doctor said that he thought

Everything indicates that the 
contract was a business contract. What do 
O’ Sullivan's actions indicate after May 4? Well, 
the first man to appear is Conklin, the friend of 
Dr. Cronin. O'Sullivan had never seen him, yet 
be told him everything about the contract. He 
said that he never sent for Cronin that night, and 
that none of his men were injured, but he did not 
deny the contract. Who next appeared! Mur- 
ray, a Pinkerton detective. And so far as the 
proof shows in this case O'Sullivan invited him 
into those parlors on a Sunday and taiked with 
him freely and frankly about the contract. 

Another thing. He talks about the contract in 
a saleon in the presence of Mulcahey and others, 
Longenecker says that he talked about it nublic- 
ly in order to the better carry out this conspiracy 
and disarm suspicion. They asked, “ Why 
should we have made the contract with Crunin 
when there was plenty of other doctors nearer 
by?’ It was because they were ofthe same na- 
tionality and belonged to the same society. You 
remember that it is in evidence that Dr. Cronin 
said then that the Irish should help each otner. 

The last witness introduced into this case as a 
witness against my client was a man by the

~ my God, it seems as though O'Sullivan 
talked to this man without knowing it. Clancy 
testifies that he had a conversation with O'’Sulli- 
van im the morning and he guve tne correct ad- 
of Judge Mahoney.

is no evidence from Clancy's 
lips that he ever visited Mahoney's 
housé or home. There is no evidence that Clancy 
ever inquired of any human being living, except 
O'Sullivan, as to whether or not O'Sullivan gave 
bim the rect address. Did you ever think of 
that! O, yes, he gave them the right address in 
the morning, but in the evening he was so ex- 
cited that he gave them the wrong address. 
There is no evidence that Clancy told him who 
he was. There is no evidence that Glaucy was 
under the ‘influence of liquor, I was not fool 
enough to ask him that question, for he certainly 
would have denied it. But he came back in the 
evening and said: “I heard that Dr. Cronin’s 
body has been discovered.“ Hs did not see the 
body, but he said: *'O’Sullivan come down and see 
if you can identity the body.“ You ssw the per- 
formance of the witness on the stand. I don't 
know whether he has ever been an actor or not. 
but he certainly did it well. But supposing that 
O'Sullivan had acted as Clancy said he did. Does 
that indicate guilt? Does nervousness and excite- 
ment indicate gutt? Why, if it does, then I ap- 
prehend you can put my (riend Mills on trial for 
murder—if that is Mie, criterion for guilt. You 
would have but little Hifficulty convicting him, 
because he is so excited and nervous. 
THE JORY MUST MAKE NO MISTAKE. 
Gentlemen, I am about to say the lust words 
for my clients. Their. welfare isin your bands. 
I am satisfied that if you bauish from your mind 
everything but the law and the evidence in this 
case you will unlock the prison doors and let 
them go about tneir business, earning their 
bread by the sweat of \their brow. Something 
was said in this case, there was some discussion 
in your presence, aboul Alexander Sullivan.

Sullivan. If they have injected any prejudice 
against him into your minds, for God's sake,

The evidence in this case demonstrates their 
innocence, yet the law does not say that they 
are required to show their innocence; but it re- 
quires the prosecution to show their guilt. Ded- 
icate your reason and judgment and conscience 
to the lawand tne evidence in this case, and I 
am sure then that these young men Will be ac- 
quitted, as they ought to be. Remember that in 
your hands rest the lives of these men.

Terms Ending in 1891, Allen and Casey 
Will Go Out in 1893, and Pettigrew in 
1895—Some of the Principal Bille Intro-

of the Navy—General News from the 
National Capital.

Preferences of new State Legislatures don’t 
count for much in the lottery of the United 
States Senate seats. 
Thougb everybody in 
North Dakota wanted 
Pierce to have the long 
term and the Legis- 
lature formally re- 
solved in his favor, 
Senator Pierce will 
have a fight for re- 
election on his hands 
about a year from now, 
when many ambitious 
politicians will be cast. 
ing longing eyes on 
his seat. The same is

GILBERT A. Prerce. in South Dakota. He 
was early identified with the Statehood 
movement, and, though no formal legislative 
action was taken, there was a general wish 
that he might serve the long term. Senators 
Pierce and Moody took the result of the draw- 
ing philosophically and congratulated their 
fortunate colleagues.

When the Senate 
opened this morning 
Senator Cullom pre- 
sented the credentials 
of Gilbert A. Pierce as 
Senator from North 
Dakota.

Mr. Mason 
will be willing to drop his place on the Pacific 
Railroads for either the Commerce or the 
Naval Committee. 

The statements recently made showing the 
capabilities of some of the new cruisers 
as coal consumers have created talk 
among people here who are interested in 
keeping up with navy matters. The subject 
has been discussed in the Service Club and 
ni the Navy Department from the stand point 
of men who, being ordinarily weil-informed, 
have made a discovery. The figures given 
have created some incredulity because they 
are considerably at variance with the esti- 
mates made under this head by the 
designers of the ships. For instance, 
the extreme coal consumption in twen- 
ty- four hours of the foreign de- 
signed Baltimore, about Which a great deal 
has been said as the fastest warship afloat, 
is given in a table of endurance published 
officiaily as 235.6, while the steam log of the 
ship on her trial trips shows me amount to 
exceed 300 tons. The endurance-tabie of the 
little gunboat Yorktown places her extreme 
coal consumption in twenty-four hours at 6.17 
tons, while her steam log shows that in 
actual service the boat will fall not far short 
of 100 tons. It is calculated that if the Bal- 
timore is to Burn 300 tons under full head 
and the Yorktown 90 or 100 tons it is going 
to take $1,400 to run the first and from $450 
to $500 a day for the smaller ship; and these 
rather startling figures are thought likely to 
at least tend to trighten Congressmen out 
of their present liberal disposition to- 
ward the navy. Secre Tracy thinks the 
publication of such figures as these not fair, 
because, as he says, the ships will not steam 
up to their full capacity more than two or 
three times in all their eof service, and 
their coal cousumpuon ordinary cruising 
will not exceed one-eighth or one-tenth the 
extreme quantity. ine endurance tables 
give the Baltimore a speed of ten knots on 
twenty-five tons a day, and the Yorktown the 
same speed on eleven tons. Actual tests 
show the tables to be incorrect, the figures 
being 20 or 25 per cent too low. The oaly 
record of ordinary cruising made by the large 
new vessels.is from the Atlanta and Boston, 
which have made little runs to the West 
Indies within a year. The steam log shows 
an average consumption of twenty-two tons 
a day against a maximum of eighty-three 
tons — — in the endurance tabie, but * 
i bably somewhat above the average o 
these ships when they have no West Indian 
revolutions to look after. It is therefore ap- 
parent that while the coal question is one of 
increasing importance in the navy itis not 
to be judged by the extreme capacity of tne 
reat coal-eaters that are being constructed. 
t is remarked that the Secretary’s recom- 
mendation in his report just out for new 
ships is directed to vessels of the battle- 
ship” type for coast and harbor defense, 
which wil not be large consumers by reason 
of the nature of their duties, thougn having 
great capacity when under way im emergen- 
cies. 


Senator Moody introduced an important 
bill granting the State of South Dakota 5 per 
cent of the net proceeds of the sales of public 


lands. 

Senator Manderson introduced a bill re- 
quiring contestants in all cases before local 
land officers to pay costs ot such contests. 
Also a resolution calling upon the General 
Land-Office for informatien concerning the 
boundary line between Iowa and Nebraska. 
Upon the information, when furnished, he 
will base a bill which will reheve the said 
boundary from the whimsical shiftings of 
the channel of the Missouri River. 
Congressman Pickler of South Dakota pro- 
poses to establish a precedent. He believes 
that uvon the public domain where lana otf- 
fices are established in which are carried on 
transactions invoviing millions of acres of 
land and many millions of money there 
should be public buildings. He will intro- 
duce and urge the passage of a bill for a pub- 
lic building at Aberdeen, When that is done, 
he will use it as a precedent and urge the 
erection of ‘public buildings at Yankton, 
Mitchell. Huron, and Rapia City. 

Maj. Pickler will also introduce a bill for 
the establishment of three instead of two 
land offices for the new public domain which 
has been carved out of the Sioux Reserva- 
tion. One.office will be at Pierre, anotner at 
Chamberlain, and athird one north of the 
center of the new tract ata point where as 
yet no city or town has been laid out nor 
contemplated. 


One of the bills introduced by Senator Cul- 
lom provides for the disposal of all the pub- 
lic lands of the United States in California, 
Oregon, Colorado, Nevada, Washington, 
Montana, North and South Dakota, and in 
the States that may be formed out of the 
Territories of Arizona, New Mexico, Utah, 
Iaaho, Wyoming, and Alaska, and which 
shall not have been otherwise ae of or 
reserved before the acceptance of this act by 
the States and its ratification by Congress. 
It provides that those lands shall be ceded to 
the States in which the lands lie on condi- 
tion that the States shall convey not more 
than eighty acres, susceptible of remunera- 
tive irrigation, to any one settier. If the 
State shall elect to sell the lands the pro- 
ceeds shall be used for the Construction and 
maintenance of reservoirs, ditches, and other 
works for the irrigation of such of the lands 
us may be made remuneratively productive. 
If the land is given to settlers it is to be taxed 
and the proceeds applied to irrigation pur- 
poses.

CONCERNING CUSTOMS MATTERS, 


Assistant Secretary of the Treasury Tich- 
enor Writes of Them. : 

The Collector of Customs has received’ from 
George Tichenor, Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury, an acknowledgment of the application 
by Chicago importing merchants for an amend- 
ment of certain customs regulations. The im- 
porters asked that where the proper papers did 
not arrive in time merchandise might be allowed 
to remain on the dock at the first port of arrival 
for a period of ten days. The Treasury Depart- 
ment declined to grant this request on the ground 
that it would subject the goods to injury and 
loss, besides incumbering the docks of the in- 
coming steamer lines. But the Collector of Cus- 
toms at New York was directed, with a view to 
practically granting the application, to allow 
merchandise appearing by the ship’s manifest 
and bill of lading to be intended for immediate 
transportation to any of the ports specified in 
the Immediate Transportation act to be entered 
by pro forma invoice in the same manner as en- 
tries 3 consumption or Warehouse are now al- 
lowed.”’ 

The Chicago Collector ps further advised that 
when merchandise thut entered at the original 
port of importation under a pro forma invoice 
reached Chicago it would be unnecess&@ry for him 
to take another bond for the production of a con- 
sular invoice here, ' 

On the face of these instructions the matter 
seems plain enough and certain newspapers 
have commented favorably on the disposition 
supposed to have been shown by the Treasury 
Department to facilitate direct ‘importation. 
Henry W. Ackhoff of the firm of G. W. Sheldon 
& Co., customs brokers, declares that iv effect 
the application has been refused. He under- 
stands the last paragraph to mean that a bond 
for the production of a consular invoice must be 
given at the port of original importation.’ This 
is just what Chicago importers desire to avoid. 
In reply to a question as to why importers did 
not comply with the regulations by providing an 
invoice certified by the American Consul with 
each importation Mr. Ackhoff said that the con- 
sular fee was 2.50 and that many of the importa- 
tions were only a few dollars in value, 


GREAT CLAIMS FOR MANILLA ROPE, 


It Will Supplant Leather Belting and Wire 
Rope for Transmitting Power. 

At the monthly meeting of the Western Society 
of Engineers last evening John H. Gregg read a 
paper on the “Transmission of Power by the 
Use of Manilla Rope.” While manila rope is 
still a novelty as a substitute for leather belting 
and wire rope in the operation of shaftmg. Mr. 
Gregg advanced the opinion that it would soon 
entirely replace them in all ordinary power 
plants. Its advantages he stated to be its cheap- 
ness, pliability, and the ease with which it may 
be spliced. :

HURT BY A SAWDUST EXPLOSION, 


Two Men Injured in a Peculiar Accident 
on West Superior Street. 

Two men were hurt by the explosion of a 
quantity of sawdust in the shavings-room in 
Horn Brothers’ furniture factory, Nos, 281 to 289 
West Superior street, about 5 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon. The shavings-room is next the boiler 
room and into it are emptied the snavings car- 
ried through the chutes from the vurious sawing 
and planing machines. It is constantly . filled 
with a thick dust, which gathers in piles on the 
beams and joists and on every other possible 
lodging place. This dust is known to be inflam- 
mable, and furniture men generally believe that 
it sometimes takes fire spontaneously. 

Three men were working in the room, when 
there was a loud report and the dust and shav- 
ings burst into flames. Martin Uzarwinski. a 
Polisn boy who tended to the chutes, was terri- 
bly burned about the face, hands, back, and 
chest. Jake Horn, a brother of Ald. John Horn, 
was standing in the boiler-room near the doo 
into the shavings-reom, and was burned on 
face and bands. The workingmen who wer 
the shavings-room with Czarwinski were t 
out through the door by the force of the éxplos- 
ion, but were not injured. 

An alarm of fire was turned in. 
succeeded in putting out the fire before any dam- 
age had been done to the building. Czarwinski 
was taken to the County Hospital. where physi- 
cians examined his injuries, and stated that he 
will probably die. He 1s 18 years old and has 
lived with his parents at No. 718 Noble street. 


FOR A LIBRARY BUILDING. 


Action Taken That Will Result in a Test 
| Case, Probably. 

The Special Committee on Future Library 
Building of the Council and Public Library

PRODUCTION OF FLOUR AT MINNEAPOLIS. 


The Output Largely Reduced Owing to an 
Insufficient Water Supply. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Dec. 4.—The WNorth- 
western Miller today says: 

The water-power kept pretty low throughout 
all last week and few of the water mills accom- 
plished much. A much reduced flour output was 
the result. The aggregate production for the 
week was 136,800 barrels, averaging 23,800 barrels 
daily, against 158,575 barrels the week before 
and 83,200 for the corresponding time 
in 1888. The power is as poor as ever again the 
present week, and only about two West Side 
water mills can grind, and they run at not much 
better than half capacity. Tne mills possessing 
steam are being operated to their fullest limit, 
but the fact that the water is lower cuts down 
their output somewhat, as the most of them de- 
pend to some extent upon water as an auxiliary 
power. The demand for flour is comparatively 
light and under the current production. 
Most everybody, however, has some orders 
ahead and finds partial employment in filling 
them. Foreigners are bidding higher, and con- 
siderable sales have been made within a few 
days at prices close to domestic values. 
grades are usually hard to dispose of, and many 
firms are consigning them for export. The ex- 
ports forthe week were 39,075 barrels, against 
47,670 barrels the preceding week. Quotations 
are: London, cost, insurance, and freight, 280 
pounds, patents, 31s 6d@232s ; bakers’, 28@24s; low 
grades, lls 6d@ 14s. 

During the week Northwestern wheat stocks 
have been ascertained, and it has been found 
there is a small decrease, amounting to 60,000 
bushels for Dec. 1 beldw Nov. 1. The demand 
for cash wheat continued good, and while tne 
heavy stocks of the country lie in the Northwest 
they do not seem to be burdensome.

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OVER 875,000 WORTH OF HARDWOOD 
LUMBER BURNED AT PULLMAN. 


The Department Delayed by Bad Roads— 
The Blase Confined to the Dry Klas 
New Theory as to the Origin of the 
Holocaust at Minneapolis—Funerals of 
More of the Victims—Costiy Blazes at 
Various Piaces. 


Pullman was visived by a disastrous fire last 
eveniag, in whic een 875,000 and $100,000 
worth of car lumbér was destroyed and ten of 
the sixteen lumber kilns of the Pullman Car 
company were burned>. The fire broke out about 
7:30 in kiln No. 3. The kilns are located in the 
Pullman lamber yard, directly east of the main 
office and the car construction shops. When 
the alarm was given fire companies responded 
trom Pullman, Kensington, Groveland, Grand 
Crossing, and the city. Owing to bad roads the 
engines were delayed some time in reaching the 
fire, which in the meantime gained rapid head- 
way. 

The kilns, sixteen in number, adjoin each 
other, and are each 25x50 feet. They are sep- 
arated by brick walis with front and rear doors 
of galvanized iron. In the kilns were stored 
2,000,000 feet of lumber, consisting of mahogany, 
cherry, oak, and pine. The fire originated near 
the opening cf the kiln, where the steam-heating 
apparatus enters. The fire spread rapidly, the 
flames reaching upward forty or fifty feet. When 
the engines arrived the entire building was in 


flames. 


After two hours' contest with the flames the 
fire was gotten under control. - 

The contents of the kilns are valued at $100,000 
and the kilns at $5,000. The loss is fully covered 
by insurance. 

Manager Sessions was seeu. He says work 
will be commenced this morning with 500 men 
and the kilns immediately rebuilt. He is unable 
to tell the cause of the fire. 


POSSIBLE ORIGIN OF THE HOLOCAUST. 


New Light Given as to the Cause of the 
Minneapolis Fire—Other Blazes. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Dec. 4—The Journai 
prints today the story of Julius Miller, the day 
elevator man of the burned Tribune Building, 
which throws a new light on the cause of the 
fire. Miller says that Saturday, the day of the 
fire, at 5 p. m., he saw James W. Loftus, the 
night engineer, and his brother go into, the va- 
cant room on the third floor where the fire start- 
They lit matebes and peered around. Mil- 
ler told them to be careful. with those matches 
or they might set the building on fire, Loftus 
Was On the stand at the inouest, but said nothing 
about this incident in bis testimony.

The ruins of 
the burned building were sti!l smoking today as 
the two nearses bearing Operators James F. 
Igoe and Walter E, Miies of the Associated 
Press were driven past, taking the lifeless vic- 
tims of the disaster to their last resting-place in 
the East Side Catholic Cemetery. Four fellow- 
operators from the Associated Press, four from 
the Western Union, and four from the North 
American Telegraph companies acted as pall- 
bearers. 

PORT ARTHUR, Ont., Dec. 4.— [Special. I— This 
afternoon smoke was seen issuing from u great 
pile of coal belonging to the Canadian Pacific 
railway. lying on the dock beside the elevators 
at Fort William. In the pile of coal are the 
large quantities which come in during the fall, 
amounting to not less than 50,000 tons. The fire 
Was certainly caused by spontaneous combus- 
tion, as it cannot be accounted forin any other 
way. The firemen came to the couclusion that 
they could do no good. The railway company 
will keep the elevator pump working richt along, 
throwing water on the heap, and have also com- 
meneed removing coal and cutting into the chan- 
nel where the fire is supposed to be. It may 
take days to extinguish the fire. 

BOSTON. Mass., Dec. 4.—|Special.]—The effect 
of the Lynn fire on the shoe supply is shown by 
these statistics: There were destroyed 12.500 
cases of shoes, valued at $800,000. The dealers in 
shoe-soles lost cut stock to the value of half a 
million, with a quarter of a million more on 
heels, taps, and counters. R. i. Hilliard loses 
avproximately 11,000 sides of sole-leather and 
11.000 cases of cut soles. He reckons his loss at 
$100,000. From 30.000 to 35,000 dozens of skins, 
dongolas and pebbles, valued at $870,000, were 
destroyed. The value of the shoe machinery de- 
stroyed is estimated at $276,500. The number of 
machines was 3,223. Of this number the approx- 
imate estimate gives 2.500 shoe stitching-ma- 
ehines, 150 Wilicox & Gibbs, 110 Reese button- 
hole, 150 McKay stitchers, forty heeling-machines, 
and fifty single burnishers, 

BOSTON, Mass., Dec. 4—The early reports of 
the Boston fire Thanksgiving Day gave the im- 
pression that Jordan. Marsh & Co. were burned 
out. Such was not the fact. They lost the large 
building which they regted to Brown, Durrell & 
Co., but their retail and wholesale establish- 
ments were not touched by the flames. None of 
the large retail estaplishments were burned. 

LUVERNE, Minon., Dec. 4.—Abdout 2 o'clock to- 
day fire was discovered in rear of an unocqupied 
building in the town of Beaver Creek, few 
miles west of here. The town was virtually 
without fire protection, and half the business 
portion of the village was destroyed. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., Dec. 4—Murray & Berger, 
grocers, Nos. 62 to 56 Tchoupitoulas street, cor- 
ner of Podras burned tonight. Loss estimated at 
$190,000, and insurance not ascertained. One 
fireman was badly injured by falling walls. 


CHEROKEES WILL SELL THEIR LANDS, 


Both Houses of Their Legislature Pass a 
Bill Appointing a Com mission. 

TAHLEQUAH, I. T., Dec. 4.— [Special. I—In the 
Cherokee Legislature Jackson's bill to appoint 
Cerokee delegates to negotiate without restric- 
tion passed both houses, and Mayes affixed his sig- 
nature, thereby making italaw. Thisis a com- 
plete victory for Ross and his supporters. Jack- 
son K. Mayes and Cattleman Williamson backed 
down from their position against negotiations. 
They found the press and balance of the country 
against them. Ata caucus held several nichts 
ago they concluded to grant everything that was 
contained in Ross’ original bill. The Cherokee 
Commission had at last begun to lose patience 
and manifested it in some clear talk to the 
Cherokees, which nad an evident effect. 

Chief Mayes this morning nominated W. P. 
Boudinot, Cole Walker, and ex-Chief Bushyhead 
as a Cherokee commission to negotiate for the 
sule of the strip. Bushyhead was unanimously 
confirmed, but the otners failed in their con firma- 
tion. Two more names were sent to the Senate 
this afternoon—W. A. Duncan and Ridge Pasch- 
all. Paschall is a supporter of Chief Mayes. 
Duncan is more copservative. Bushyhead is one 
of the ablest men in the nation. AI- 
though politically opposed to Chief Mayes. 
the latter appointed him on account 
of his thorough understanding of -Chero- 
kee affairs. Bushygead is known to be 
a conservative man. He has all along been in 
favor of negotiating with the Government, al- 
though he thinks $1.25 is not a sufficient price for 
the strip; but there are concessions which, in his 
opinion. the United States should make to the 
Cherokees, such as the relmquishment of the 
right to settle Indians in the Cherokee Nation, 
tre settlement of the citizenship and intruder 
troubles, etc. The negotiations will begin in 
earnest tomorrow. The action of the Cherokee 
delegates will be submitted to the Cherokee Leg- 
islature for approval or disapproval, and after- 
wards to a vote of the people. 


Result of the Omaha Election. 

OMAHA, Neb., Dec. 4.—[Special.]—At gester- 
day's city election Richard C. Cushing, Demo- 
cratic candidate for Mayor, received a majority 
estimated at between 1,100 and 1,200. The result 
on the Mayoralty ticket is largely due to the 
stunborn fight on the office of City Treasurer. 
John Rush, Republican candidate, is reélected 
by about 500 majority. 

A proposition to vote %250,000 toward a new 
81.000.000 bridge across the Missouri River was 
carried by a large majority. The market-house 
and school bonds were defeated.

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SECRETARY WINDOM’S REPORT OF THE 
- TREASURY. 

An examination of the report of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, which was made public 
yesterday, shows that his views as to the 
necessity of reducing the surptus and the 
Way in which it shail be done are in accord 
with those of the President as set forth in 
his message. The Secretary estimates that 
about $5,400,000 is now collected from alcohol 
used in the arts. As alcohol can be exported 
tax free he regards this as a discrimination 
in favor of foreign manufacturers. That 


without risk of fraud under the provisions 
of the Senate Tpriff bill be has no doubt. He 
also favors the repeal of the tobacco tax, 
which last year yielded $31,800,000, because 
tobacco has come to be regarded as a neces- 
sity by rich and poor, and is the only agri- 
cultvrai product now taxed directly by the 
Government. te 
This is not sound reasoning nor good poli- 
tics so long as an onerous tax of 80 per cent 
is leviea on sugar and 50 percent on molasses 
—necessaries of hfe in every household in 
the United States. The Sesretary praposes 
to remove the tax trom the wrong article, 
If the Treasury can stand the loss of 32 
millions a year, by all means jake that much 
off sugar and let the nicotine tax alone. If 
the question to remove the tax from sugar 
rather than from tobacco were left to popu- 
lar vote it would carry by eight or nine 
million majority. 85 
Speaking of a diminution of revenue by 
reducing the customs receipts he says that 
the cases are exceptional where a moderate 
or reasonable reduction of gates would de- 
crease the revenue, because the imvortaions 
would increasé in greater proportions, which 
is an assertion not borne out by the experience 
of reducing tne tariff in 1883, as the revenue fell 
off in as large proportion as the reduction of 
the duties. The Secretary says a horizontal 


cent to tne imports (and might not), increas- 
ing the surpius (and might not), depriving 
American workmen of employment and re- 
ducing the price of labor. (But these very 
workmen are demanding large reductions of 
the duties and generally voted for Cleveland 
and his party candidates to secure it.

While that would be 
the case, he says, and while a tariff for reve- 
nue only” would bring about those results 
on a larger scale, there is, the Secretary 
says, a general agreement that a revision of 
the tariff and customs laws is urgently 
needed. But in making it the faet must be 
borne in mind that it is the settled policy of 
the Government to protect labor from de- 
structive foreign competition. He says that“ 
the Tariff act of 1883 was hastily considered 
and passed. It perpetuated many ot the in- 
equalities and defects of earlier laws, while 


others have arisen owing to the changed 


condition of trade and manufacture since it 
was adopted. Much space is devoted to 
pointing out features in the present customs 
laws where amendments are desirable. 

After giving the statistics of foreign com- 
merce for the last fiscal year, tne total of éx- 
ports and imports being $1,613,000,000, or $87,- 
000,000 more than for the preceding year, he 
discusses at length the subject of the Amer- 
ican merchant marine and how its growth 
can be promoted. He admits that there are 
serious obstacles in the way, one being the 
immense capital invested by foréign steam- 
ship companies, but thinks the difficulty is 
not so much in the cost of building ships as 
in running them in competition with cheap 
toreign labor supplemented by immense for- 
eign bounties. He recommends, therefore, 
that fair and liberal rates be paid American 
steamers for mail transportation, and that 
special aid be given lines which may be 
established to Mexico, Central and South 
America, China, and Japan. 

“Twenty-three of the ninety pages of the 
report are devoted to the silver question. 
After stating the causes of the depreciation 
of silver he gives thé solutions which have 
been proposed to the problem how both 
metals may be used. The first is an inter- 
national agreement, tixing a ratio between 
gold and silver, and opening the mints of 
leading nations to the free cginage of both at 
the ratio established. If sich concert of 
action could be secured he believes the sil- 
ver question would be settled. The other 
solutions, allof which he disapproves of, are: 
(1) the present policy of coining $2,000,000 
per month; (2) coining up to the maximum 
of $4,000,000; (3) free coinage of standard 
silver dollars; (4) coinage of silver dollars 
containing a dollar's worth of bullion; 
(5) issuing certificates to depositors of silver 
bullion at the rate of a dollar for 412 grains 
of silver. 

That which he recommends is to issue 
Treasury notes ageinst deposits of silver 
bullion at the market price of silver when 
deposited, payable on demand ih such quan- 
tities of silver bullion as will equal in value 
at the date of presentation the number of 
dollars on the face of the notes in the mar- 
ket price of silver or gold at the option of 
the Government, and aiso to repeal the com- 
pulsory features of the coinage act. He sets 
forth in detail the advantages of the propo- 
sition and answers a number of possible ob- 
jections and criticisms. He thinks it wouid 
neither place the Government at the mercy 
of combinations nor flood the country with 
the world’s excess of silver. 

He finds in the system of depositing Gov- 
ernment funds in National banks grave pos- 
sibilities of evil. It gives a dangerous power 
to the Secretary of the Treasury, is unjust 
to the Government, and involves temptations 
to favoritism, and the withdtawal of de- 
posits, as in 1837, may lead to financial crises. 
It is his purpose at the earliest possible mo- 
ment to begin the withdrawal in limited 
amounts of these deposits in such way as 
shall cause the least injury tothe business 
interests of the country. 

Among the recommendations of the Secre- 
tary are these: That the Nauonal Bank act 
be amended by reducing the minimum of 
bonds to secure circulation: an increase iu 
the percentage of notes issued thereon; and 
a reduction of the tax on circulation. That 
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That certain defects in the Alien Contract 
Labor law, which make some of its provisions 


‘incapable of enforcementy be removed. That 
there be additional customs legislation for 
Alaska. That prompt and energetic meas- 


ures be taken to preserve the valuable herd 
of seal at the Pribylov Islands from destruc- 
tion or dispersion by pirates. It is suggested, 
as the department has not enough revenue 
cutters to attend to it, that a number of 
cruising vessels be chartered. It is believed 
that two or three seasons of energetic effort 
would check the present rapid diminutidn in 
the number of the seal.

THE NAVAL NEEDS OF THE COUNTRY. 


Navy, stated in the fewest possible words, is 
a piea for anew navy, and the plea is made in 
direct, business-like style. After perusing 
this interesting document it is impossible to 
avoid the conviction that we are far from be- 
ing a maritime nation and that it will be 
many years before we can claim to have a 
navy, judged by the standards of other Pow- 
ers. In the Secretary’s own words, notwith- 
standing the appearance of progress we have 
been making during the Arthur and Cleve- 
land Administrations, the fleet has still 
only a nominal existence, and at no previous 
time during the century has the country been 
‘relatively so powerless at sea.“ 

The effective force of the navy when all 
authorized vessels are completed, leaving out 
of consideration those which will natur- 
ally be condemned by that time, will 
comprise eleven armored vessels, of which 
but three are designed for fighting at sea, 
and thirty-one unarmored vessels, making 
forty-two in all. The force available 
at present comprises eight cruisers—the Chi- 
cago, Boston, Atlantic, and Dolphin, con- 
tracted for in 1883, and the Baltimore, 
Charleston, Yorktown, and Petrel (1886- 
1887). Besides these the Newark is two- 
thirds and the Philadelphia, San Francisco, 
and Bennington eight-tenths completed. The 
Vesuvius will be ready for delivery after 
satisfying the second test recently ordered, 
which, there is no doubt among naval ex- 
perts, she will do with the highest credit to 
herseif. With these statistics in mind the 
whole story of the meagerness of our naval 
resources is told in the following compara- 
tive statement of the war vessels of other 
Powers, completed and in process of con- 


struction:

It will be seen from this statement that 
we fall far below Spain, Turkey, Sweden 
and Norway, China, and even Austria, which 
has no seacoast to speak of, in effective fight- 
ing vessels. 

It is this point which Secretary Tracy 
strenuously urges in his report. He believes 
we have cruisers or commerce-destroyers 
enough for the present. The defense of the 
United States,” he says, “absolutely requires 
the creation of a fighting force. To meet the 
attacks of ironclads ironclads are indispeusa- 
ble.“ Hence he recommends that the navy 
shall consist of 20 battle-ships, 20 coast-de- 
fense ships, and 60 cruisers. Of these latter 
31 are now built or authorized. On this point 
the Secretary says: 


They must be the best of their class in four 
leading characteristics: Armament, armor, 
structural strength,and speed. In addition to 
the battle-ships, the situation of the country re- 
quires at least twenty vessels for coast and har- 
bor defense, Their employment as floating fort- 
resses requires that they should have a powerful 
battery and the heaviestof armor. com biu®@d witb 
moderate draft. At the present time eight ves- 
sels of this type are under construction, five of 
which are reconstructed monitors. The one 
problem now before the Government in the 
matter of a naval policy is to get these forty 
vessels built at the earliest possible moment. 
Unless the existing yards, public and pri- 
vate, are enlarged and restocked with plant, 
not more than eight could be built at one time, 
and the construction of the others would have to 
wait for the launching of the first. It is there- 
fore recommended that the construction of eight 
armored vessels be authorized at the coming 
session, and that they be of the type of battle- 
ships rather than coast-defense ships; the 
former being more generally serviceable. Three 
fast cruisers to one battle-ship is a proper pro- 
portion, and this would make the future navy 
consist of 20 battle-ships, 20 coast-defense ships, 
60 cruisers—a moderate estimate of the proper 
strength of the fleet. Of the 00 cruisers 31 are 
now built or authorized. Battle-ships should 
now be built for a while. 


Such a naval establishment as this, rein- 
forced with a sufficient number of torpedo 
boats and the proper harbor defenses, and 
with fast merchantmen which could be 
speedily converted into cruisers, would place 
us on terms of equality with the “most favored 
nation.” As it will take from fifteen to 
twenty years to accomplish this, it is evident 
there should be no time lost, provided we are 
to have a navy and not remain the weakest 
naval power among civilized nations. If we 
are to seoure immunity from attack only at 
the pleasure of others and are content to 
drift along at their tolerance we might as 
well stop where we are. If, on the other 
hand, we are going to have a navy, let us 
have one that will not alone defend our 
coasts, but if need be assume the offensive.

ANOTHER INTER-STATE WAR. 

There is a speck of war between Maryland 
and Virginia considerably larger and more 
dangerous than that which now exists be- 
tween Massachusetts and Rhode Island in 
the matter of the porgy piracies. By an odd 
coincidence, however, marine jurisdiction 
lies at the bottom of each controversy, but 
while the indirect animus is porgies in the 
one case it is oysters on the other. 

The scene of tne trouble is at Hog Island 
Flats. The Legislature of Virginia has grant- 
ed one Mr. Lewis certain rights of oyster 
catching on these flats. The Governor of 
Maryland, on the other hand; by public proc- 
lamauon has declared the flats open to the 
citizens of Maryland and Virginia and pro- 
posed to the Governor of Virginia as a mat- 
ter of courtesy to iet the question out to ar- 
bitration so as to avoid conflict. This did 
not deter Mr. Lewis, however, when a Mary- 
land schooner sailed to the flats, from sailing 
out to her, scuttling, and sinking her. This 
outrage by the Virginia navy leads the Balti- 
more American to adopt the following bellig- 
erent tone: 


We would like to think that Mr. Lewis acted 
entirely on his own responsibility, and that had 
even he given due consideration to the circum- 
stances he would not have defied the laws of 
Maryland; but dispatches from Richmond con- 
vey the impression that tne Governor has no re- 

ard for the State’s honor pledged by him. r. 

is has, however, brought himself within 
reach of the law on several grave charges, and 
has made himself and the State of Virginia lia- 
ble not only for the value of the property de- 
stroyed but for punitive damages because at the 
manner in which it was done. The duty of Gov.

In this condition of 
things Gov. Jackson has applied to bis Attor- 
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ney General for an offleial opinion, and armed 


with that document we are assured that the 
Maryland authorities will maintain the rights 
of the State and protect its citizens in the en- 
jovmentof them. This means fight, and if 
the fight comes the sympathies of all well- 
disposed persons will be on the side of Mary- 
land, since the boundary line has been fixed 
by a commission and the State of Virginia 
accepted its action, which gives Hog Islana 
Flats to Maryland. The bili passed by the 
Legislature, therefore, was clearly illegal, 
and the flamboyant Governor of Virginia 
needs taking down a peg.

THE CHICAGO FAIR SUBSCRIPTIONS. 

Such New York papers as the Sun and the 
Mail and Express are telling their readers 
that while the Eastern city has subscribed 
five million dollars the Chicago fund has 
reached only about a million and a half. 
They pretend to assume that the official 
statements of subscriptions, printed from 
day to day, represent the total of sub- 
scriptions made. Why are these “ official 
subscriptions’’ printed? Soon after the 
work of collecting was started the papers 
began printing in round numbers the 
amounts subscribed. When men put their 
names down for large sums the fact was 
stated. When the prominent members in 
any line of business said that the sum ap- 
portioned to it by the committee would be 
raised that fact was mentioned. Thus day 
after day the sum total was given till it 
had reached upwards of five millions. 

Presently the enemies of, Chicago began to 
say that there was nothing specific about 
these alleged subscriptions. But few names 
were given. The sums promised were not 
collectible. It was all a flam. There was 
no fund. To meet that the Chicago commit- 
tee took the books and went through and 
revised them. If they found any names 
which were improperly there they knocked 
them off. They winnowed out all the wean 
sisters. Having done that the papers were 
asked to print the full official list. They re- 
fused to do it at % time, for it would take 
up too many pages, but agreed to print a 
column or so daily till all the names were 
given. There was abundant time, as weeks 
would pass before Congress acted. 

That list is now publishing. It will be con- 
tinued day by day, and as it stretches out be- 
fore the horrified eyes of the New-Yorkers 
they will become the victims of deep mental 
depression. The totals will keep on swelling 
till they reach over six mililions. If there 
are any names in the lists which the New- 
Yorkers feel inclined to challenge now is 
their time to doit. They must speak up at 
once or forever after hold their peace. If 
they can find any such frauds as Tux Tris- 
UNE has exposed in the New York lists let 
them be quick about it. No such list as Chi- 
cago is now publishing, authoritative and 
convincing, bas been issued for New York. 
When will the papers begin printing it! 

Furthermore, if every dollar on paper New- 
Yorkers have subscribed can be collected, 
the fact remains that it will take that city 
five million dollars to pay the rental for its 
site and clear the ground for buildings. This 
city will not have to lay out a cent for either 
purpose, Ail it coliects will be available for 
buildings. So when New York has twice 
what it pretends to have it will be no better 
off than this city. 


THE GREAT FIRES AND THE INSURANCE 
COMPANIES, 

The rapid succession of disastrous con- 
flagrations during the last week and the 
material increase of fire losses this year as 
compared with last furnish food for some 
very serious thought on the part of insurance 
companies, and ought to suggest the question 
to them how far they themselves are re- 
sponsible for this terrible waste of property 
and absolute destruction of wealth. The 
earlier reports from the Lynn and Boston 
fires were natural exaggerations growing out 
of the excitement of tne time, but even since 
they have been revised they show a total 
destruction of about $10,000,000 worth of 
property, and the aggregate losses of the 
fire insurance companies by the Boston fire 
alone, as reported by the agencies, show a 
total of over $5,500,000. Already there is talk 
of a general advance in insurance rates, and{of 
an effort to secure concerted action among 
underwriters looking to that end instead of 
longer following the ruinous cut-throat rate 
system. 

The rate schedule,“ however, is but one 
feature, and by no means the most impor- 
tant, of this disastrous business, The cause 
of the Lynn destruction was clearly the 
large number of wooden buildings. It is 
the testimony of experts that if the building 
in Boston in which the fire originated had 
been as solid and substantial as those in its 
immediate vicinity the progress of the flames 
would at least have been slower and might 
have given the§ department a better chance 
in its contest with them. The fire in Minne- 
apolis was discovered in time to have been 
checked had it not been for tne. character of 
the building, {which conspicuously invited 
destruction, Of course under certain condi- 
tions, such as, for instance, existed jn Chi- 
cago in 1871, so-called fireproof buildings dis- 
appegt about as rapidly as others. But these 
conditions are exceptional. The point should 
be not to allow the fire to get beyond control 
an@ thus develop these conditions, and the 
sufest reinforcement to a fire department in 


le degree, not a building which aids 
its progress. The New York Times in dis- 
cussing this question makes a pertinent sug- 
gestion in this connection. It says: 


There is a partial remedy for the evils of our 
2 It is that the underwriters in assuming 
the owner's risks should assume also his obliga- 
tions. If they set themselves to raise the stand- 
ard of construction by refusing to insure at any 
price an ill-buiit or ill-protected building in the 
heart of the commercial quarter of a city such 
buildings would cease to be erected. his is 
their plain interest, for an ill-buailt structure en- 
dangers not only itself but all the well-built 
structures in its neighborhood. This seems to 
have been proved anew in the Boston fire, which 
began in a building much less safe than those 
which surrounded it. The difference in the pre- 
mium charged was a mere trifie to the owner in 
comparison with the saving he effected by leay- 
ing it in a dangerous condition. If it had been 
uninsurable for any premium, and he had been 
forced to take upon himself the risk of its de- 
strucuon, he would have reduced that risk to a 
minimum by building as well as his neighbors. 


It is certainly reckless, if not absurd, that 
the American people should go on burning 
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every year. It is equally 
insurance companies should apparently en- 
courage it, with the result that salvage sales 
are becoming a steady feature of our busi- 
ness conditions. It may be a consolation to 
the sufferers to know that they-have sold out 
their stocks for cash to the insurance compa- 
nies, but it is not a legitimate way of doing 
business to sell a stock by destroying it, par- 
tially or otherwise, nor is the insurance sys- 
tem, as at present conducted, likely to make 
insurers cautious. There shoald be some 
way to check this waste, and apyarently it 
is the duty of the companies to devise it. 


THE REMEDY WORSE THAN THE DISEASE. 
The Journal finds fault with that provision 
of the Drainage act which permits voters to 
vote for nine or to cumulate on five or more 
candidates. It goes so far as to say it is un- 
constitutional, but does not consider that 
what the Constitution does not forbid tba 
Legislature can do, and this is one of the 
cases. The intentions of the Legislature 
were admirable. It wanted to geta board 
which should be as nearly pon-partisan as 
possible. It hoped that by giving the mi- 
nority four there would be an elementin the 
board which would make a successful fight 
against any extravagaut and partisan action 
which was in the interest of the majority 
party. : 

But unfortunately things have turned out 
just the other way. It being evident that out 
of ten candidates nine must be chosen, the 
boodlers, schemers, the corruptiorists of 
-both parties, made a determinea effort to 
carry the conventions and to nominate their 


men, seeing that if they succeeded in getting 


a majority of dishonest candidates on both 
sides there would be practically no chance 
for the householding citizen to do any effect- 
ive scratching, for it would not help him ma- 


terially. The boodlers have been about as 


successful as they expected. Every man on 
the Democratic ucket suits them and three 


of those whom the Regublicans put up, while 


one who was not satisfactory to them refuses 
to run. They see their way clear, therefore, 
to have the control of the work and to make 
it cost thrice as many millions as it ought to, 
with great personal profit to themseives. 

The Journal as a means of heading them 
off recommends that each party nominate 
nine men. That would do no good for two 
reasons. In the first place, neither party 
will Go it, for the corporation and toggh ele- 
ments which are now on top will not allow 
it. In the next place, were it done it would 
simply result in the election of nine hand 
Democrats instead of five. It may be that 
that is what the Journal wants. Were each 
side to put up nine the Democrats would vote 
with their customary solidity. The Kepub- 
licans as usual would scratch—some this 
man and sume the other. The result would 
be they would elect nobody. 

If the Journal will reflect it will see that 
the best way outof the scrape into which 
the Legisiature has gotten the citizens is to 
put up and elect a ticket Which shall have on 
it the names of six men, three taken from 
each party, and pledged to non-partisan action— 
six honest men who can be trusted to smash 
the corrupt designs of their colleagues. Such 
a ticket, drawing votes from both parties, 
can be elected if the taxpayers are not ready 
to submit to years of plunder and robbery. 
There is no other way out of the dilemma. 
Voting for nine men, which each citizen can 
do under the law, will not better matters. 


PRESIDENT HARRISON, while strongly in- 
clined to favor appropriations from the 
Federal Treasury to promote education in 
the Southern States, cannot bring himself to 
support Blair’s scheme to set aside seventy 
millions to be disbursed during a period of 
ten years. This would destroy all sense of 
pride and self-help in the South so far as its 
schools are conceruèd and would make it 
lean on the Federal Treasury permanently. 
It is always easy to spend other people's 
money, and educationa) funds supplied from 
the outside would certainly be squandered 
and spent lavishly if not stolen, and per- 
sonal interest in the public schoola and their 
economical management would diminisb. 
Appreciating these dangers President Har- 
rison says such methods should be adopted 
as will “stimulate and not supplant local 
taxation for school purposes.“ Hence he 
suggests single yearly appropriations, which 
can be stopped if misused or found not to 
work well. He thinksif appropriations were 
made in this way and the aided States kept 
on their good behavior there would be as- 
surances that the money would be well spent 
and the people would not cease to help them- 
seives because they bad assistance from out- 
side. Unfortunately, however, there is only 
too much reason to fear that a system of 
annual appropriations would merely stimu- 
late logrolling combinations at every session 
of Congress. Congressmen from aided dis- 
tricts would traae votes in any way to get 
the largest possible appropriation ostensibly 
for schools and largely for boodie. The 
Educational Appropriation bill would be made 
the basis for such logrolling and jobbery as 
now distinguish the river and harbor meas- 
ure. 


THE appointment of David J. Brewer of 
Kansas, Judge on the Eighth Judicial Cir- 
cuit, to the vacancy of the Supreme Bench 
is a decided surprise, since his name had not 
been publicly suggested, but it is neverthe- 
less a selection creditable to the President. 
Judge Brewer served twelve years on the 
Supreme Bench of Kansas, and was then ap 
pointed Judge for the Eighth Circuit by Pres- 
ident Arthur, and this post he still holds. 
Judge Brewer is only 50 years of age, and 
thus the President has found for the Su- 
preme Court vacancy 8 comparatively young 
man with a long period of servics before 
him, and yet one who has had a thorough 
judicial training and whose appointment to 
the highest court is only in the nature of a 
promotion. Possibly there may be some 
criticism of this appointment in Iowa, where 
the Federal courts have interfered so fre- 
quently to protect the railroads from State 
legislation. It cannot be forgotten, however, 
that in the most notabie recent contest be- 
tween the State and the railroad corpora- 
tions Judge Brewer rendered the decision 
dissolving the injunction against the State 
and extricating lowa shippers from the help- 
less position in which the een placed. 
Judge Brewer’s dissolution of the injunctions 
against Iowa was a sore disappointment to 
the railway corporations. It was to Judge 
Brewer’s credit that in making this ruling 
he had to reverse a previous decision of his 
own, but he did so unhesitatingly in the light 
of further reflection and fuller information. 
itis hard to award a Judge better praise 
than to say he can impartially correct his 
own errors.

THERE is reason to think that the cattle 
commission men may perhaps be unfairly 
accused when it is alleged that they wish or 
intend to form a live-stock trust. The men 
from this and other cities in the West who 
met as representatives of different live-stock 
exchanges are essentially representatives of 
those who raise the animals on farm or 
range, and their purpose is not necessarily 
more selfish than that of the men who long 
ago resolved to establish a National Board of 
Trade, which for many years past has met in 
annual session. he professed objects of the 
association do not on its face seem outside of 
what is legitimate, and while it may well be 
supposed that they have an eye to the main 
chance—of keeping up the rates of commis- 
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ethods till their actions warrant the 
charge. Still our faith is weak even in their 
avowed intentions, and we reserve judgment 
until we have more light. If the general 
public is suspicious as to their purposes it js 
not in our power to prevent it. There are so 
many trust monopoly precedents in these lat- 
ter days that people are no longer surprised 
atany scheme of extortion which human 
greed may devise or attempt to carry into 
practice. 


THE proposed railroad across Siberia, con- 
templated by Russia, will complete another 
girdie around the earth. There is already 
railroad communication across Europe and 
Russia to Zlatoust, on the Ural Mountains. 
Thence the proposed route 1s to Omsk and 
from there to Irkutsk, on the Baikal Lake, 
which wili be crossed by ferry. Thence the 
road runs to Srietensk, on tne Amoor River. 
The river will be utilized for a time at least 
as far as Boosa, whence the road will run to 
Viadivostoch, on the Japan Sea, the Pacific 
coast terminus. From the latter port a line 
of steamers will run to Yokohama and thence 


| by steamers connect with the Canadian Pa- 


cific. The length of the road is 4,000 miles; 
the entire distance from St. Petersburg to 
Viadivostoch 6,000. The only difficult por- 
tions of the road to construct are those through 
the Ural Mountains and from the River 
Amoor through the mountains to the sea. 
The rest of the distance is level. The roadis 
to de constructed by the Government 
primarily as a military enterprise. It is to be 
hoped that it may also prove to be humanita- 
rian by putting an end to the long foot 
marches of exiles to Siberian dungeons. 


Diphtheria. 

Reports of the spread of diphtheria continue 
to increase from various parts of the East and 
West. In some places it has assumed an epi- 
demic form, and its progress is accompanied by 
dreadful fatality. In such cases it appears to 
mock at the skill of tne physicians, and they 
confess their inability to cope with this swift 
and deadiy scourge. In this connection we once 
more call attention to the remedy which was 
printed in THe TRIBUNE afew days since, with 
accompanying statements from well-known citi- 
zens who had successfully employed it in their 
own families, and in cases where their physicians 
could give no hope. This remedy was the piain 
juice of the pineapple, whose acid seems to have 
the effect of eating off orremoving the fungus 
which attaches to the diseased part of the 
throat. and which is the fatal element in such 
cases. The remedy has long been known in the 
South, and the statements made as to its efficacy 
by the citizens alluded to must be accepted as 
correct and trustworthy. It is a very simple one 
and easily procurable, and its value ought to be 
tested in the widest possible manner. Physi- 
clans themselves should be the first to employ it 
and watch its operation, but if their prejudices 
against a remedy which is notin the materia 
medica are so strong that they will not prescribe 
it, en let parents themselves take the responsi- 
bility. THE TRIBUNE will be glad to print any 
statements from those who may use it as to the 
results, for if the remedy has such properties in 
overcoming inflammation, fungus growth, or the 
disintegrating work of the deadly microbe as is 
claimed for it the discovery should be made 
known and proclaimed far and near.

Not until both were in my camp andthe Egyp- 
tian fugitives underour protection didI begin to 
see that I was only carrying out a higher plan 
than mine. My own designs were constantly 
frustrated by unhappy circumstances. I endeav- 
ored to steer my course as direct as possible,

I gave as much good will to my duties as the 
strictest honor would compel. My fdith that the 
purity of my motive deserved success was firm, 
but I have been conscious that the issues of 
every effort were in other hands.

GERMANY’S EAST AFRICAN POLICY. 
Count Bismarck Talks Freely to 


paper Correspondent, |

BERLIN, Dec. 4.—Count Bismarck gave to- 
night in his magnificent reception rooms one 
of those parliamentary banquets his hospi- 
tality has rendered famous. Among the dis- 
tinguished guests were Count Holienshal and 
Herr von Marshall, who represent Saxony 
and Baden in the Bundesrath, or General 
Council of the Empire; Herr von Randoutz, 
Ambassador to Constantinople, now here on 
leave; the hereditary Princes of Hohenlohe, 
Oehringin, and Furstenberg; Count Wailder- 
see, who left here this morning to shoot with 
the Kaiser at Dessau; aud Herr von der Jann 
or the Bavarian Legation, son of the famous 
General. ; 

The Herald telegram from Masuwah was 
the first intimation that the Herald relief ex- 
pedition and Baron Gravenruth's escort had 
effected their junction with Emin Pasha and 
Mr. Stanley. The news spread through the 
brilliant gathering like fire in the prairie 
grass, and Count Bismarck, holding the tele- 
gram in his hand, was soon the center of a 
dense throng of ministers and deputies eager 
to hear the great news of the African heroes’ 
first meeting with the comforts of civiliza- 
tion, from which they have remained exiles 
80 long. All of these distingulshed men, 
Count Bismarck, Count Waldersee, Minister 
von Boettcher, and others had only kind 
words of sympathy for the explorers. When 
a number of little tables covered with tempt- 
ing Viands were brought in the health of 
Stanley, Emin, Gravenreuth, Wissmann, and 
the Heraid was pledged again and again in 
great flowing tankards of hofbrau or bump- 
ers of champagne. To the little group of 
which your correspondent was one Count 
bismarck spoke afterwards with regard to 
East African matters as follows: 1 am 
glad that the Herald, generous and enter- 
prising as that paper is, was first 
to communicate this great news to 
us. As regards East Africa, it is 
difficult for me to say more to the Herald on 
the subject than 1 have in the Reichstag. 
We must wait for fuller and more detailed 
reports from absolutely faithful and reliable 
men whom. we have sent there—men who 
have the entire confidence not only of the 
Government but of the German people at 
large. -Wissman has made a brilliant record 
not only as a dashing officer and explorer 
but as a man of science. He is the only 
German who has crossed that continent twice, 
and ranks among the most distinguished 
German travelers. He had been eight or 
nine years in Africa before we managed to 
secure his services. No other German has 
such a record behind him. I have already 
praised the work he has done in the Reichs- 
tag. Should he succeed as well in pacify- 
ing the southern districts as he has in the 
others we may ask him to come back to Ber- 
lin and listen to his suggestions and advice. 
What will then be done will depend of 
course much on what the German East Afri- 
can Company decides on. What nas just 
happened will give that enterprise 
a fresh impetus. It Will, how-«@ 
ever, be at least three months 
before we can come to any definite conclu- 
sion in the matter and bring the question in 
proper shape before the public. Vohsen, a 
merchant who has been in East Africa, and 
in whom the company has every confidence, 
is going out there again before long as com- 
mercial agent of the company. e was in 
West Africa too in the employ of a German 
firm for many years. He will consult with 
our Consul at Zanzibar, who is on excellent 
terms with the English Consul there, and will 
then, after talking the matter over with Maj. 
Wissmann, maxe a formal report to the com- 
pany. Then negotiations will begin between 
the company, and this Government, which 
will be brought to a satisfactory conclusion, 
we hope, before spring. The Government 
does not for 
attained in East Africa is the suppression of 
the slave trade. This is the object for which 
the Reichstag has supplied money. Great re- 
sults may be expected from the congress 
now in session working in the interests of 
civilization at Brussels. In the matter we 
simply follow the general sentinrent of the 
German people. We have had a good deal of 
work not always pleasant. We found public 
opinion to be in favor of giving the 
matter a fair trial, of waiting for 
the chicken to be properly hatched. 
In colonial matters we are only beginners— 
in the kindergarten, so to speak. What are 
four or five years in the history of colonial 
enterprise? I have been chary in expressing 
an opinion in these matters, but now we are 
carried on the crest of the wave of public 
opinion.“ 

The Kaiser and Chancellor were early no- 
tified by wire of the Herald’s telegram, which 
moreover appeared in the Nord deutsche Allge- 
meine and other papers. The Kaiser called 
on Count Bismarck this morning and ex-

The action of the conference is subject to 
ratification or rejection by the live-stock 
exchanges in the various cities represented, 
a two-thirds vote being necessary to adopt 
the report. 

President Thompson appointed the follow- 
ing Executive Committee; Charles P. Childs, 
Kansas City: J. B. Blanchard, Omaba: W. 
L. Cassidy, St. Louis; J. Rosenbaum, Chica- 
go; M. V. White, Peoria; Thomas Corobine, 
St. Louis. 

The basis of representation is: Chicago, 
523 members, 24 aelegates; Kansas City, 180 
members, 10 delegates; Omaha, 97 members, 
7 delegates; St. Louis, 70 members, 6 dele- 
gates; Peoria and Sioux City, 40 members 
each, 5 delegates. 

The first annual meeting of the National 
Exchange will be held in Chicago the first 
Thursday in October, 189v. 

The National Live-Stock Exchange com- 
prises only the commission men. The object 
of forming such an organization, the dele- 
gates state, is to do away with some eviis 


to benefit both producers and buyers. There 
is no ideaofatrust. The commission men 
argue that the larger the volume of the busi- 
ness the larger their commissions. Hence 
they are interested in increasing the busi- 
ness. They also wantto beable to present 
à united front in endeavoring to bring about 
reforms. 

One of the first things done by them will 
be to appoint a legislative committee to lay 
before Congress the necessity of having a 
national inspection of live-stock products. 
They want every case or can that is to be ex- 
ported to bear a Government stamp so as to 
cut off the possibility of any claims of for- 
eign Governments that American meats are 
impure. The exchange hopes to increase ex- 
ports materially. 

Furthermore, the live-stock men think 
that if they are united they can bring the 
railroads and stock-yards managements to 
pay closer attention to the needs of shippers 
in the way of better disinfection of cars and 
yards, quarantine regulations, and similar 
reforms that will reduce the loss on live- 
stock shipments. Another abuse is the 
sirinkage of hogs or docking of cattle. A 
sale ofa number of cattle is made at a cer- 
tain price, and when they are delivered the 
buyer will dock every animal that does not 
appear perfect, deducting amounts arbitrari- 
ly, The commission men want to establish 
certain regulations to govern this dockage. 

These are a few of the abuses that it is in- 
tended to remedy. It is emphatically denied 
that any attempt will be made to regulate 
prices or formatrust. The exchange, the 
delegates say, has nothing to do with prices. 

A final'meeting will be held this morniug 
at which the subject of Congressional legis- 
lation will de discussed. ; 

| WHAT MEMBERS SAY. 

„This talk about the Live-Rrock Exchange 
men forming a trust is all nonsense,”’ said E. 
P. Savage of Omaha. It is quite impossible 
from the nature of our business. We have 
no property to put into a trust. Weare 
simply agents between buyer and seller. We 
do not even have a monopoly of that busi- 
ness. All stock-yards are operated under 
State charters which make dem as much 
public servants as are the railroads. Any 
man with Stock to sell can come into the mar- 
ket and sell it himself if he chooses. It is 
not like a Board of Trade, where only mem- 
bers are allowed to deal. A trust among us 
is Simply impossible. We have nothing to 
form a trust of—notbing to put into a trust.” 

The cattle business of the country isina 
bad way,’’ said Frank Cooper of tne Kansas 
Citv Live-Stock Association. The low 
prices of the last three or four years have 
completely ruined many stock-raisers. I 
know of men who are working by the month 
as farm hands who five years ago owned 
theirown farms. They have been working 
hard ali this time raising live stock. The 
trouble is that they have been forced to sell 
for less than it cost them to produce. 

There are several things that the live- 
stock men of the country want, and the 
formation of this National Live-Stock Asso- 
ciation is simply to enable them to present 
by a solid and united front any matter they 
wish to bring to the attentior of Congress or 
the country generally. One of the most im- 
portant matters to be brought before Con- 
gress isa Government inspection of meat. 
Some of the most important markets of the 
wor!d are closed to us. If we could send out 
meat stamped with the seal of a United 
States inspector, and practically guaranteed 
by the United States Government to be meat 
in perfect condition, we would soon reach 
those markets.“ 


LIVE-STOCK EXCHANGE BANQUET. 


The Members Discuss Matters Pertaining 
to Their Business. 

An elaborate banquet was given at the 
Grand Pacific Hotel last night by the Chicago 
Live-Stock Exchange in honor of the 350 vis- 
iting delegates to the National Live Stock 
Convention. Over 300 guests did ample jus- 
tice to the long and varied menu of a course 


dinner. ; 

The Visitors were welcomed by John H. 
Wood, Chairman of the Entertainment Com- 
mittee, who introduced Mayor Cregier. The 
Mayor extended tne hand of fellowship to 
the representatives of this great and 
important industry, and trusted they 
would thoroughly enjoy themselves 
in the Western metropolis. Grace 
was said by the Rev. Dr. Lorimer:. Then 
followed a long list of toasts, with brief re- 
sponses by representatives of the various in- 
terests connected with the live-stock trade. 
S. E. Wood presided, and the Banquet Com- 
mittee were S. E. Wood, W. L. Tamblyn, R. 
Strahorn, T. H. Brown, and J. H. Wood. 

W. M. Darlmgton of the Committee on In- 
vitations read letters from Gov. Fifer, Gen. 
J. B. Gordon, Elmer Washburn, Horace 
Tucker, James Egan, and others regrettsn 
their inability to be present. Samuel W. 
Allerton wrote that there had been a great 
depression in the value of live 
stock, although the demand continued good. 
Legislauon had interfered with their iater- 
ests, as in the case of the oleomargarine bill. 
which reduced the value of cattl A per 
head. The Inter-State Commerce bili also 
discriminated in favor of large capitalists, 
and it was contrary to the principles of com- 
merce, and if carried out would do great 
harm. The Live-Stock Exchange should use 
its influence to secure the repeal of all laws 
limiting their business. 

The Rev. Dr. Lorimer compared Chicago to 
Nineveh, which contained 600,000 men and 
much cattle, although the Chicago men, un- 
like the Ninevites, knew their right hand 
from their left. He hoped they would all 
continue to be honest men, selling 
good meat, and that they would 
permit the people to elect from 
their number some Drainage Trustees. At 
any rate, they had nominated the attorney 
for the Stock-Yards. He hoped they had 
gathered in the interest of progress and com- 
merce. if they were assembled for the pur- 
pose of forming a trust mey had better go 
home quick. Competition should not be 
ground dowa and crushed to earth. [Ap- 
plause.| The people had made up their 
minds to work and vote against trusts and 
see that every man had a chance. Monopo- 
lies were wrong; there was something in 
them repulsive to human nature. he Amer- 
ican people were determined that there 
should be free scope and fair play for every 
man on continent. Trusts edu- 
cated the people to Socialism. If a 
dozen men could control all the coal 
or all the deeves in the country 
and become enormously rich, why should 
not the Government appoint twelve men to 
carry on that trade, the profits to revert to 
the people?

Their 
next attempt to cripple the live-stock trade 
was by the imposition of a tax on oleomar- 
garine. The great material prosperity and 
solidity of Chicago was built on the live-stock 
trade, and if it was not for the squeal of dy- 
ing hogs there would be no music in the 
Auditorium Building. There could be no 
such thing as over- production; the world had 
never been overfed. He thought there 
should be no such thing as discrimination in 
favor of one business against another. When 
he looked back over thirty years he 
remembered tue hordes of buffalo which then 
roamed in the Territory of Nebraska and had 
been wiped out for their hides and tallow. 
Legisiators of the present day proposed to 
wipe out the live-stock trade by restrictive 
legislauon, and it should be the aim of the 
cattlemen to so act as to secure the removal 
of these artificial limits on trude.

GERMAN WORKMEN ARE SLAVES, 


They Have Only a Nominal Right te 
Choose Their Employers. 

Berwin, Dec. 4.—In the Reichstag today 
Herr Barth, Progressist, moved to repeal the 
provision of law compelling miners seeking 
employment to be provided with a cer- 
tificate showing the length of time 
they had been employed in their last 
place, and the previous employers, 
opinion of their capacity. These documents 
are part of the ancient system under which 
the ordinary workingman was practically a 
siave, with a nominal right to choose his 
master. They are the German equivalent for 
the livrets which were abolished in France 
during the Third Empire. 

Herr Boetticher replied that the Govern- 
ment could not act on a point of this nature 
unul it should be in possession of the report 
of the commission appointed to inquire into 
the causes and merits of the recent strike. 

Dr. Wiadtnorst and Herr Baumbach urged 
the gravity of the situation at Essen, and 
the necessity that the owners and the miners 
should agree upon the question of a lockout 
before Sunday next. The discussion was ad- 
journed. 

The committee on the Socialist bill nas re- 
jected the paragraph on expulsion. The 
Government bad declared that this paragraph 
was au indispensabie part of the bill. 

Two hundred thousand miners employed in 
the Treasury coai mines in the Saar district 
have petitioned the Kaiser to intervene in 
‘their behalf. They complain that even the 
unmarried men cannot live on the wages 
they now get, as all things are very dear. 
They ask that a court of arbitration may be 
appointed. It is expected that the Kaiser 
will receive another deputauon. Several 
collieries on the Rhine have notihed their 
customers that they are forced to interrupt 
delivery in order to keep a reserve against 
con<Aungencies.

The Buffalo was released this evening; now in 
Milwaukee. The vessel lost her rudder and 
wheel, but otherwise is all right. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Dec. 4.—[Spcecial.]—Five 
hundred tons of freight was removed from the 
stranded steamer Buffalo today afier she had 
been pumped out. Of this about 275 tons, in- 
cluding 400 barrels of sugar. was dry. All tha 
rest of the cargo has suffered more or less dam- 
ago from water. After the propeller had been 
lightered the tugs Morford of Chicago, and 
Starke, Coe, Hagermann, and Simpson of here, 
made fast to the Buffalo. She was found to be 
harder on than first supposed, and several hours’ 
pulling only resulted in moving her about a 
length. More lines will be procured and tomor- 
row morning the tugs will have another try.

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A SENSATIONAL CASE DECIDED YE&- 
TEKDAY AT AURORA, ILL. 


How a Buffalo Business-Man Became In- 
fatuated with the Daughter of a New 
York Supreme Judge— Discovery of. 
Compromising Letters by Big Wife and 
Her Removal to Illinois to Secure & 
Divoree — Some Interesting Details— 
What Is Said at Buffalo. 


Avrora, III., Dec. 4.—[Special.|—Among 
the divorces granted by the Aurora City 
Court yesterday was one of unusual inter- 
est, both from the circumstances of the case 
and the fact that a number of prominent 
Eastern peopie are involved. Something 
over a year ago a Mrs. Bowdoin ar- 
rived in Aurora from New York 
State with her only child. a boy 
about 10 years of age. She appeared to have 
plenty of means and took up her abode on the 
most aristocratic street in Aurora and Was 
soon admitted into the best society, but no 
one seemed to know why she was here nor 
her history before her arrival. These mat 
ters came o@t in the court-room yesterday 
when she was granted a divorce from her 
husband. 

It appeared from the evidence that Mrs. 
Bowdoin bed married Frank A. Bowdoin at 
Lockport, N. Y., in 1874. She is the daughter 
of Remington James of Lockport, an old 
citizen of that place, and weil ana favorably 
kifoWn there. Bowdoin and bis wife lived 
happily togecher for some vears until they 
moved to Buffalo, where ber husband 
went to act as Superintendent of the Baffato 
bottlicg factory. While there he became ac- 

unintèed with a girl by the name of Louise 

wis, dauchter of Judge Lewis of that city, 
a prominent man and an intimate friend of 
ex-President Cieveland. 

He and the young lady sang in the choir in 
one of the churches, and the first suspicion 
of anything wrong resulted from his acci- 
dentally dropping a note on the fioor. It was 
found by a curious woman in the congrega- 
tion, who read it and discovered that it was 
from Miss Lewis. 

TELL-TALE LETTERS. 

A short time afterwards Mrs. Bowdoin 
started to hang up her nusband’s coat and 
saw a bundle of letters in the inside pocket. 
These she read and was astonished to fird 
them all from Miss Lewis. She charged her 
husband with his perfidy and he promised 
to reform. He had, however, a private 
wardrobe which he always kept locked, and 
Mrs. Bowdoin took occasion when her hus- 
band was out of town to investigute still fur- 
ther. Sue procured a box of keys and man- 
uged to open the wardrobe door. 

Inside, among other things, was atin box 
securely fastened. This she took at once to 
a locksmith and had it opened. The con- 
tents astonished her. Bowdoin had religiously 
preserved tne tetters of his inamorata to the 
number of between 200 and 300. On opening 
the box she found the letters ali accurately 
numbered and filed, together with three 
panel photographs of the girl. The angry 
wife tore up letters until she was tired, and 
concealed the balance just as ber husband 
entered the house. 
gv He exclaimed: Lou have been into my 
room, and threatened never to live with ber 
Wain unless she gave up the letters, whien 
she refused to do, even when, as she declares, 
she was offered $1,000 by Judge Lewis. 
Tne solicitor of Mrs. Bowdoin pro- 
duced the letters in court, but 
stated they were of such a 
character that he would notzread them un- 
less required to do so, except the opening 
and closing paragraphs. The letters gen- 
erally opened with some term of endearment, 
as My darling.“ My boy,“ My dear hus- 
band“; and usually wound up with some 
equally affectionate declaration, as Your 
own darling.“ ** Your own little wife,“ or 
„Wiley.“ 

LIGHT LITERATURE, 

It appeared from the letters that these 
people had a plan of reading certain amorous 
portions of books together. It appeared 
from the evidence also that Miss Lewis was 
in the habit of going to Bowdoin’s office and 
there visiting with him with the curtains 
down and the door locked. 

Mrs. Bowdoin is a beautiful woman of 
about 35 years of age. She and her father 
departed for the East last night. Bowdoin 
ordered a copy of the decree sent to Michigan 
City as soon as entered, and it is thought 
here he and Miss Lewis were there ready to 
have the nuptial knot tied as soon as the 
former one had been severed. 


WHAT IS SAID IN BUFFALO, 


An Interview with the Brother of the Fair 
Corespondent at His Home. 

BurrALo, N. V.. Dec. 4.—[Special.]—A dis- 
paten received from Aurora, AII., last nignt 
brought intelligence that the youngest daugh- 
terof Judge Loren L. Lewis of the Supreme 
Court had been the corespondent in adivorce 
suit instituted against her husband by Mrs. 
Frank Bowdoin on the gound of infidelity. 
A reporter visited the residence of Judge 
Lewis and tried to ascertain the facts in the 
matter, Dut the Judge had just left for New 
York. Mrs. Lewis was seen, however, and 
her consternation knew no bounds. Mrs. 
Lewis forthwith drove to the homeof her 
son, George C. Lewis. a lawyer residing at 
No. 139 Summer street, where every effort 
was made to suppress the details. 

The only thing that Lewis would say was 
that the whole matter was a biackmailmg 
scheme brought by Bowdoin to wring money 
from the Judge. Then Mrs. Lewis grabbed 
the message from the reporter and tore it in 
pieces. This story was at last obtained: 

Four years ago Frank A. Bowdvin was 
married to a most estimable young lady in 
Lockport. A year later he came here, his 
wife remaining. with her parents ut Lock- 
port. Mr. Bowdoin soon became a 
member of the Lafayette Street Presbyteri- 
an Church choir. Miss Lewis, familiarly known 
as Lulu,“ was the alto, and a friendship 
that soon ripened into intimacy speedily 
sprang up between them, which later caused 
great public scandal. Busy bod ies reported the 
maiter to Mrs. Bowdoin at Lockport. This 
caused a permanent estrangement, which, as 
has been seen, resulted in divorce. 

Judge Lewis’ family not only exerted every 
effort to suppress the matter, but withdrew 
their daughter trom society and the church 
choir. Meanwhile the bottling company had 
failed and Bowcoin left for Chicago, where 
he is now engaged iu business. 

The daugbter, Miss Lulu, is athome. The 
Lewis tamily is much wrought up over tne 
matter. Ihe facts are public property ard 
can be substantiated by countless witnesses. 


NORTH DAKOTA LEGISLATORS AT WORK. 


Numerous Bills Introduced and Referred— 
The Situation in Montana. 

BisMAkCK, N. D., Dec. 4.—[Special. In the 
Senate today most of the time was passed in 
the consideration of the Governor's message. 
Bills were introduced regulating the prac- 
tice of medicine; providing for a commission 
to issue licenses to physiciuns, and prescrib- 
ing a penalty of fine and imprisonment tor 
practicing without the proper license. A 
vill to facilitate the settlement of the consti- 
tutional question by the Supreme Court, and 
another xing the terms or the court, and 
appropriating money for expenses were in- 
troduced. The terms of the Supreme Court 
are to be held at Bismarck, Fargo, and Grand 
Forks. 

Petitions are pouring in from the farmers 
praying that laws shail be enacted fixing the 
legal rate of interest at7 per cent, and per- 
mittig the collection of 10 per cent only 
wher agreed upon; also to lower the interest 
on tax sale certificates from 30 per cent to 12. 
A bill was introduced in the house reducing 
it to 18 per cent. 

A bili which will be bitterly opposed by 
the railroads is tnat which compels them to 
permit the building of grain elevators or 
warehouses on their side-tracks at a rental 
of $lavearfor the site and furnish cars 
when gemanded by the owner of the housé. 
It fines the railroad $300 for each violation of 
this law. urd as it is demanded by the Farm- 
ers’ Alliance it will probably pass. 

Hetmxa, Mont., Dec. 4.—{Special.]—The 
leaders ol both parties have concluded that 
ue Supreme Court cannot meet until the 
Legisiature organizes and passes alaw fixing 
a dute for its meeting, hence all talk of bring- 
inv the deadiock to an end by any action 
of the court on individual members of the 
Legisiature has been abandoned.

Donohoe, the Marlboro light-weight, and Alfred 
Parton of Manchester, England, fought a rat- 
tling mill at an early hour this morning at a Ber- 
lin sporting resort.

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ASSOCIATION MEN STILL FLIRTING 
WiITM THE BROTHERHOOD, 


| Another Meeting at Columbus at Which 


the Schedule of the Treaty Is Drawn 
Up—Columbnus, 8t. Louis, and Loula- 
ville to Go In—Decisions of the Boards 
of Appeals of the Trotting-Horse Asso- 
tions, 


CoLumBts, O., Dec. 4.—[Special.]—Behind 
bolts and bars in unicner room of the private 
office of Allen W. Thurman the remnants of the 
American Association held an important meet 
ing this afternoon. The caucus lasted until 6 
o'clock. The gentlemen present were President 
Zack Phelps of Louisville. W. H. Whittaker, 
Ralph Lazarus, representing Chris Von der Ahe 
and the Columbus Club, and Allen W. Thurman, 
legal counsel for the American Association. Aft- 
er a discussion of the situation Mr. Whittaker 
read a letter signed by John M. Ward which he 
had requested to be read at the wmeet- 
ing. In it Ward said he had com- 
municated with the chapter of every 
brotherhood club, and the assent of each one to 
the proposed awalgamation scheme had been 
securei. There was some objection at Chicago, 
said Ward, for the reason that Baldwin, King, 
Boyle, and other association sters had been 
signed for that club, and there was a disposition 
to hold on to these men, but the assent of tne 
Chicago chapter had been finally secured. It 
was the understanding, as noted im Ward's 
epistie, that if the amalgamation was brought 
about these association players would be re- 
—— to the clubs from which they had been 
taken. 

A motion was then made and carried unani- 
mously that as a preliminary movement the 
meeting of the American Association fixed for 
the 9th inst. be indefinitely postponed, but that 
the body convene at thecal: of President Phelps. 
This gentleman and Allen W. Thurman were 
then appointed a committee to prepare a memo- 
rial to the brotherhood setting forth the condi- 
tions upon which they would agree to 
the proposed consolidation. The ground 
work of the agreement was agreed 
upon. and Mr. Thurman will 
extend the notes he has taken and prepare the 
instrument in the proper legal form. In a word 
it provides for the admission of the St Louis, 
Columbus, and Louisville clubs into the broth- 
erhood. In Philadelphia the Athieticsand the 
brotherhood team will consolidate, and the new 
club will be known as the Athletics. The plants 
at the three first-named cities will be put into 
the new organization, and the owners of the pres- 
ent clubs will qualify in any proper sum 
that they will carry out their engugements. 
Sunday games will be done away with, and each 
city shall be allowed to regulate the prices of ad- 
mission to its grounds. There was a disposition 
to bold out for Sunday games, and St. Louis and 
Columbus rebelled a bit at the proposed innova- 
tion, but after a full canvass of the situation it 
Was agreed to waive Sunday games, for Johnny 
Ward placed that act in as paramount for their 
admission to the Players’ League. 

After the meeting President Phelps was seen 
and expressed himself as highly pleased at the 
outiook. He looked upon the amalgamation as 
a sure thing and said the combined orgunization 
would be the major one during the next base-ball 
season. The National League had done all in 
its power to wreck the association. and the re- 


maining clubs proposed to join hands with the. 


enemy of the league and make common warfare 
upon it. 


THE PLAYERS’ LEAGUE WILL FIGHT. 


No Contract Breakers Will Be Allowed to 
Piay—Retaliation May Come. 

The brotherhood and capitalists associated 
with it in tue Players’ League have agreed to 
take the cases of the contract breakers into the 
courts. The clubs of both leagues are now in 
legal existence and can sue and be sued. Suits 
will be begun against Clements, Schriver, Dela- 
hanty, and Gleason of Philadelphia and McKean 
of Cleveland. Every effort will be made to keep 
them out of the game next year. 

Tim Murnane writes about Anson: Can 
any one wonder. why Capt. Anson is with his old 
league friends body and soul, when it is known 
that two years ago he received $12,000 from the 
Chicago club for his season’s work; inciuding 
dividends on the stock he held inthe ciub’ An- 
son is finding fault with other players for doing 
just what he has been doing for years—i. e.: 
raking in some of the profits. Last summer, 
when John M. Ward wrote to President Spald- 
ing asking fora conference with the officers of 
the brotherhood, I heard the Chicago Captain 
say: Don't pay any attention to them, Al. Ii 
they want to get out. why, let them; I'll have 
pienty of good men to take their places.’ 1 

Know for a fact that Spalding thought seriously 
‘of giving the men a hearing, and no doubt would 
have but for his Captain's influence and the poor 
opinion John I. Rogers had of the men for stick- 
ing to their words and showing fight.” 

Some of the capitalists of the Players League 
are likely to retaliate in the way of inducing men 
to sign two contracts. They argue that the only 
way to prevent the league people from repeating 
such disreputable work is to give them a taste 
of it. There ars several men signed by some of 
the club who are said to be ready to sign with 
thesP layers’ League. The Philadelphia Piayers’ 
Club nad an offer of the kind from Schriver, 
who Offered to return the 8500 given fim by the 
league club and sign a third contract. His offer 
was refused. 

THe TRIBUNE said a few days ago it would not 
be long before the National League began to con- 
sider the repudiation of the national agreement 
and snatching of men reserved by the Athletics. 
Columbus, St. Louis, and Louisville. The Colum- 
bus club is the first to feel the change. It went to 
sign Gastright, who pitched for 81, 00 last season, 
atew days ago, and was told that a National 
League club had offered him a 38,000 contract. 
The Columbus papers are denouncing the Na- 
tional League on account of this. 

Many people ask: Why did the league clubs 
meorvorate’” The answer is at hand, The Penn- 
sylvania Judge who passed on the suit of Um- 
pire Decker against the league last winter de- 
cided that the league had no legal existence. It 
was necessary that this existence should bese- 
cured before any suits could be brought against 
the players under the reserve clause of last sea- 
son's contracts. 

The league people. among them Messrs. Spald- 
ing and Anson, profess to believe that but few 
of the men claimed by the Players’ League have 
signed. This claim is not good as far as Chicago 
is concernea. President Weidenfeller of the new 
club yesterday exhibited contracts signed by 
Pfeffer, Williamson, Bastian, Latham, Tener, 
Ryan, Bartson, Dwyer, King, Boyle, Farrell, 
Darling, and Duffy. Van Haltren's contract has 
not yet arrived. 

There will be another meeting of the Board of 
Directors of the new club today. 

New Yor«K, Dec. 4.—!Special.]|—John Mont- 
gomery Ward, the head of the brotherhood move- 
ment, is not at all disturbed by the announce- 
ment that the league magnates intend to make 
bim the subject of a test case. It is reported 
that immediately after Jan. 10 John L Rogers, 
representing the league, will try to secure an in- 
junction by which Ward will be prevented from 
playing with any team except the New York. 
The reserve rule will form the basis of the suit, 
and should the magnates prove successful a 
large number of suite will be immeciatel 
brought against other brotherhood players. If 
the league managers should get à ruiing in their 
favor it would practically kill the brotnerhood. 

Ward this morning said: “I know nothing 
about the proposed suit yet. 1 am glad, how- 
ever, that they are not going to make me spend 
the holidays in jail, as I see that proceedings will 
not be begun until after the first of next year. 
Before that time I may have to go out of town 
for u few days, but they need have no fear that 
I shal! not be on hand when wanted. 

»The brotherhood scheme is progressing fa- 
vorably,”’ he continued. “I received a telegram 
last night from Mike Kelly, who is now in San 
Francisco, in which he states that he has con- 
tracts signed for the Boston brotherhood team 
by Hardie, Richardson. Nash. Radbourn, John- 
ston, and Daley. This practically gives us the 
old Boston league team in its entirety. Pop 
Smith has not yet signed a brotherhood con- 
tract; It looks as if he wanted too much. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Dee. 4,—(Special.}— 
Pitcher Day signed with the Philadelphia 
League club today. He promisedto sign some 
weeks ago, so the club felt tolerably sure of his 
services, but now that he has affixed his name to 
a contract all doubt is removed. The Philiies 
could put quite a. respectabie club in the 
eld with the men already signed as follows:

The League’s Guarantee Fund. 

From time to time the National League has 
mentioned a great guarantee fund, every dollar 
of which was available for a fight with the new 
Players’ League. It really is asinkmg fund of 
$40,000. Each of the eight clubs in the league 
haa, at the time of the admission of Brooklyn 
and Cincinnati, 4.000 invested in the fund, ora 
total of $32,000. When Cincinnati and Brooklyn 
were admitted each contributed 84,000 to this 
fund, making a total of $40,000. This fund was 
created, it is said, for just such an emergency as 
now confronts the league. That is not true, and 
general consent is required to use it for a fight 
against the brotherhood. At least twe of the 
clubs would rather draw their $4,000 and retire 
without a fight.

The National Trotting Association Board 
of Keview Stillat Work. 

New YORK, Dec. 4.—The Board of Review of 
the National Trotting Association reconvened 
today at the Fiith Avente Hotel, Judge P. P. 
Johnston of Lexington, Ky., in the chair. The 
other members of the board present were M. M. 
Morse, Secretary; George W. Archer of Roches- 
ter. Gov. M. G. Bulkely of Connecticut, L. G. 
Delano of Chillicothe, O., and Joseph N. Mitchell 
of Milwaukee. 

The first case which came up for review was 
the application of Dan De ao for one- half 
the winnings of the trotter Nelson in the $10,000 
race trotted at Hartford last summer. The in- 
vestigation of the case was concluded, ana it 
will be decided in executive session. The board 
then entered upon the investigation into the 
fraud alleged to have been committed in the 
Baich stallion race for $10,000, trotted at Boston 
last fall. The board decided to give no decision 
until the next meeting, to be held at Chicago in 
May, 1890. unless a special meeting of the boara 
is called for that purpose. This is considered by 
the friends of the accused parties as quite a point 
gained. 

Among the more important cases next consid- 
tred were the expulsion of William B. Wright 
of Canada from the association and the exclu- 
sion of the bay gelding John L. of Boston from 
the association tracks.

The lower the price of silver the greater the 
quantity that must be purchased and the larger 
the number of silver dollars to be coined to com- 
ply with the act of Feb. 28, 1878. 

No proper effort has been spared by the Treas- 
ury Department to put in circulation the dollars 
coined under this law. They have been shipped 
upon demand from the mints and sub-treasuries 
tree of charge to the nearest and the most dis- 
tant localities in the United States, only to find 
their way back into Treasury vaults in payment 
of Government dues and taxes.“ 

Mr. Windom makes the following important 
recommendation: 

Issue Treasury notes against deposits ot sil 
ver bullion at the market price of silver when 
deposited, payable on demand in such quantities 
ot silver bulhon as will equal in value, at the 
dme of presentation, the number of dollars ex- 
pressed on the face of the notes at the market 
price of silver, or in gold, at the option of the 
‘Government; or in silver doliars at the option of 
the holder. Repeal the compulsory feature of 
the present Coinage act. 

In advocacy of this proposition the Secretary 
says: 

The proposition is briefly this: To open the 
mints of the United States to the free deposit of 
silver, the market value of the same (not to ex 
ceed $1 for 412.5 grains of standard silver) at the 
time of deposit te be paid in Treasury notes, 
said notes to be redeemable in the quantity of 
silver which could be purchased by the nuniber 
ot dollars expressed on the face of the notes at 
the time presented for payment, or in gold. at 
the option of the Government, and to be receiva- 
bie for customs, taxes, and ali public dues; and 
when so received they may be reissued; and 
such notes, when held by any national banking 
‘association, shall be counted as part of its law- 
ful reserve. 

The Secretary of the Treasury should have 
discretionary power jo suspend. temporarily, 
the receipt of silver bullion for payment in notes 
when necessary to protect the Government 
against combinations formed for the purpose of 
givin an arbitrary and fictitious price to silver. 

It the :price of silver should advance between 


the Gata of the issue of a note and its payment 


the holder of the note would receive a less quan- 
tity of silver.than he deposited. but the exact 
quantity which could be bought in the market 
with the number of gold dollars called for by his 
note, at the date of payment. Ifthe price should 
deciine, he would receive more silver than he de- 
posited, but thé quantity which could be pur- 
chased with the number of gold dollars called for 
by his note at the time presentea for payment. 

The advantages of retuining the option to re- 
deem in gold are three-fold: First, it would give 
additional credit to the notes; second, it would 
prevent the withdrawal and redeposit of silver 
for speculative purposes; third, it would afford a 
convenient method of making change when the 
weight of silver bars does not correspond with 
tne améunt of the notes. 

Mr. Windom gives at greatiength his answers 
in advance to possible criticisms and claims 
that the danger of further depreciation of silver 
bullion is remote. He deals also with the qnes- 
tion of depositing public moneys with national 
banks, which he considers a source of danger, 
and he says: Its my purpose, at the earliest 
moment deemed practicable, to commence the 
withdrawal of these funds in such limited 
amounts and under such conditions as will be 
least likely to injuriously affect the business 
interests of the country, and, unless Congress 
shall otherwise direct, to invest the money in the 
purchase of bonds, in case they can be obtained 
at a fair price. Mr. Windom gives a review of 
the national bank system, which he, on the 
whole, approves, and airects the attention of 
Congress to hardships arising under the Alien 
Contract Labor law and to alleged evasions of 
the Chinese Exclusion act. On the civil-service 
‘question he says: 

“It is my belief that the personnel and ein 
ciency of the service have been iu no way low- 
ered by the present method of appointments, to 
clerical positions in the department.

The temptation to 
make remoyals, only to provide ‘places. for 
othérs, was always present and constantly being 
urged by strong influences, and this restless and 
feverish condition of departmental Lift did macn 
to distract and-disturb the even cdrrent of rou- 
tine work. Under instrumentalities which are 
now sed to secure selections fof clerical places 
the department has some assurance of mental 
capacity, and also of moral worth, 4s the charac- 
ter af the candidates is ascertained before ex- 
amination.” 


WAS WILLIAMS ONCE IN JOLIET PRISON? 


Facts Which Seem to Establish His Iden- 
tity with Convict Sanguinette. 
Jouret, III., Dec. 4— [Special. I— The mystery 
surrounding the young San Francisco advent- 
urer, Arthur C. Williams, is deepened by facts 
learned at the Joliet prison regarding the former 
career of a Chicago criminal. It is telegraphed 
from San Francisco that Williams has been 
identified by Sammy Harris, a former Chicago 
jail bird, as being Al Sanguinette, alias „San 
key,” the confidence man and diamond thief, The 
following description will prove the statement 
of Harris to be eithertrueor false: Sanguinette 
was born at Jackson, Miss., in 1867, and is now 
22 years of age, 5 feet 7 inches high, weight 145 
pounds, dark compiexion, dark eyes, and dark 
brown hair. In feature he resembles a native of 
Italy and can grow a dark mustache. He is a 
marked man and is easily identified, for the rea- 
son that he walks lame, the left leg being about 
two inches shorter than the right, caused by an 
operation performed on his left thigh, leaving 
several deep and ugly scars on the left hip. 
Sanguinette turned up in 1885 in Chicago, 
where he started a fruit stand on State street, 


near the Palmer House. It was not long before 


me acquainted with a hard gang of young 
4 N whom were connected with the 
hotel in the capacity of bell-boys, and with them 
he got into trouble by stealing some diamonds 
from the room of a lady guest at the Palmer 
House. He was caught, convicted, ana landed 
in the penitentiary at this place for a year April

Walter H. Bidgood’s application for release 
from jail on a writ of habeas corpus was heard 


by Judge Altgeld and denied, though the court 


lowered the bail in which the prisoner is held for 
further examination by the Police Justice from 
$10,000 to $5,000. Bidgood’s claim for release was 
based on the allegation that Justice Prindiville 
had no right to hold him for further hearing with- 
out listening to evidence raising 4 presumpuion 
of guilt. The relator also denied any connection 
with the operations of Fredericksen or the land 
company of which he was cashier. 

Justice Prindiville was called to the stand to 
tell by what motives he was actuated in raising 
the bond from $5,000 te $10,000. He replied that 
the original complaint and warrant did not con- 
vey any adequate idea of the amount of money 
involved, and that he was informed that the bail 
was entirely inadequate, and that there Was a 
design oa toot to furnish bail and allow Bidgood 
to forfeit it and escape. 

Bidgood offered Michael Schweisthal, Joseph 
Smart, and Seymour Kisch as sureties, and was 
released on signing a bond to appear for exam- 
ination at the Armory Poiice Court Dec. 10. 


Recompense for Services. 

Judge Waterman is asked to decide just how 
much a lawyer and au administrator may take 
out of an estate in the Probate Court. In 1884 
Judge Knickerbocker, in the estate of Mrs. R. E. 
Stevenson, derfied a claim of #95 made by Law- 
yer H. H. Anderson for services. The lawyer 
had previously been allowed $250, and the court 
not only refused to allow the new claim but took 
$200 from the former allowance.

An Ottawa Paper Claims That Roe Did Not 
Cover His Distance Honestly. 

The Ottawa Free-Trader of Tuesday has an ar- 
ticle headed Roe’s Bad Bresk,” in which it ac- 
cuses the bicyclist of having ridden from Ottawa 
to Morris Sunday night with his trainer and their 
bicycles in a closed carriage. The story is told 
on the authority of an Ottawa liveryman, who 
said he received an order to drive out of town a 
couple of miles with a closed carriage and wait 
there, The liveryman, 9 some surprise 
at the order, was told that Tom Roe, the man who 
was trying to peat the record from the coast to 
Chicago,would need the rig. He drove out there 
and waited till Roe and his trainer came up on 
their wheels. ‘They put their wheels into the car- 
riage and got in themselves. Before they had 
gone far the man who was with Roe said he 
knew the road better than the liveryman and 
insisted on driving. After some argument, in 
which Roe sided with his trainer, the latter got 
up on the box and took the reins. Within a hun- 
dred yurds he tipped the carriage over into a 
ditch, The men picked themselves up, righted 
the carriage, and the liveryman drove the rest 
of the way to Morris. A short distance out of 
town the “ wheelmen’”’ got out of the carriage 
and rode their bicycles intotown. The livery- 
man said the wheels would not have scratched 
his carriage at all but for the accident, As a 
reason for the resort to a carriage the article 
says Roe's ankles were swollen when he arrived 
at Ottawa and he was in bad shape. 

Members of the Lincoln Cycling Club express 
grave doubts about Roe's wonderful perform- 
ances—an average of 110 miles a day over all 
sorts of roads and in all kinds of weather. A 
member of the club met him at Kansas City and 
traveied along with him, sending occasional re- 
ports home. He said that Roe began to get tired 
and feil off from 110 miles a day to thirty, twenty- 
five, and even fifteen miles. Stories have also 
been circulated about his mding in freight-cars 
and working the little wheel which registers the 
distance covered. 

Roe was seen yesterday by a TRIBUNE re- 
porter. He was brown as a berry and looked 
fresh.. He said, as he puffed a cigarette, that he 
felt first-rate. 7 * 

Have you seen the Ottawa vaper's story 
about your riding from Ottawa to Morris in a 
carriage?” he was asked. 

Tes, I've seen it. They're off their base. 
There’s no truth in it.” 

It is said you have been riding part of the 
way in freight-cars.“

there is always somebody trying to dispute it. I 
don't intend to pay any attention to any of these 
stories any more, and Mr. knocked the

PRAISE FOR THE POSTMASTER GENERAL, 


Mr. Wanamaker’s Efforts to Secure Sunday 
Observance Meeting with Approval. 

PirrsspurG, Pa., Dec, 4—[Special.j—IiIn the 
course of a convention held herejtoday to further 
the cause of Sabbath observance the Rev. W. F. 
Crafts, D. D., Secretary of the National Sabbajh 
Union, paid a noteworthy compliment to Post- 
master General Wanamaker. Speaking of the 
labors of the Sabbath Union hesaid: “ The gc- 
cession of Mr. Wanamaker to tne Post-Office 
Department has been of great advantage to us. 
He has already inaugurated four reforms: First, 
in cutting down the Sunday work in the Post- 
Office Department at Washington; second, be 
has made the contracts for work on the star 
routes for six days only, abolishing Sunday work 
entirely; third, the postal servantson some of 
the pleasure routes on the Atlantic coast have 
been relieved of Sunday work. A fourth reform 
which Mr. Wanamaker has introduced is to give 
men who work in the registers’ department and 
who, in order to get their reports of the week 
finished, have been working Sunday moroings, 
the privilege of making out their reports Satür- 
day night, and if not complete to finish them 
Monday morning. He is sifting the entire 
postal-service question with a view to reforming 
the practice of Sunday work.” 

Dr. Crafts referred to several other reforms of 
the service which the association should ask the 
Postmaster General to introduce.

ers and State Veterinarians and other boards 
having in charge the work of extirpating con- 
tagious diseases among animals, to be held in 
this city Dec. 18 and 19, 1880, for the purpose of 
discussing what additional legislation should be 
recommended for enactment dy tbe various 
State Legislatures to prevent the spread of tuber- 
culosis and actinomycosis among cattle and to 
discuss additional safeguards that should be 
thrown about the traffic in and transportation of 
Texas and Southern cattle. This call is made 
pursuant to resolutions adopted by a similar 
conference held in this city in December. .

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TO ADVANCE THE RATES, 


A RUMOR THAT THE FIKE UNDER- 
WRITERS INTEND TO DO 50, 


It Is Declared, However, That Rates Will 
Be Put Up Down East Only, Local Men 
Not Being Affected—Boston and Lynn 

Fires the Cause of the Increave— Weak 
Companies May Go into Liquidation, 
but That I. All, . 


The rumor js current that the fire underwriters 
have a movement on foot to advaace insurance 
rates in Chicago. The recent heavy losses in 
Boston and Lynn, in which all the principal 


/compsnies east of the Mississipp: were involved, 


have given support to the rumor. 

But insurance men yesterduy declared that 
local rates would not be advanced. 

Rates, I hear, will be advanced down East, 
but not in Chicago,”’ said Edward M. Teall, Presi- 
dent of the Chicago Fire Underwriters’ Associa- 
tion. In New York and Boston rates have been 
generally lower than in Chicago anyway, and it 
is but right that they should be raised to the Chi- 
cago standard. Those cities are no more sub- 
Stantially Duilt than ours; their fire departments 
are not so good. There is no reason, therefore, 
why property should not be assessed as much 
there for indemnity from fire as here, The Lyin 
and Boston losses have merely given the compa- 
nies the needed spur to put the East and West 
on the same footing.” 

Tais could be done by reducing the Chicago 
rates to the Eastern standard!“ 

True; but it would bankrupt the companies. 
While we have had no great losses m Chicago 
this year they already foot up sufficient to show 
that only a few companies will close their books 
at the end of the year with a profit The 
Manierre warehouse fire on Rush street and the 
Blatchford-Maxwell fire on Clinton street in the 
spring caused the underwriters of the city an 
outlay equal to one-third their gross receipts for 
the entire year. The Gibson, Parish & Co, the 
Royal Hotel, the Exposition, the Sammons, 
Clark & Co. on South Clinton street, the Cole & 
Co. on Dearborn, and the Western Refrigerating 
company fires sincehave kept us from making 
up this loss. Fortwo years now Chicago has 
not paid a protit on its insurance. The existing 
local rates could consequently not be lowerea, 
The companies which have suffered by the East 
ern tires must recoup weir lossés by an increase 
in the East.“ ; 

NO ADVANCE IN CHICAGO, 

And in spite of the fact that Chicago. for two 
years has been unprofitable to the insurance 
companies you say local rates will not be in- 
creased?" 

As President of the association I would have 
heard of any movement to increase them, and 1 
have heard of mone. There have been no cau- 
cores oe meetings of any sort, looking to such 
an end.“ : 

R. W. Hosmer, President of the old Board of 
Underwriters, also declared that local rates 
would not be increased, 

“On certain classes of risks jn the heavy dry 
goods and furniture districts rates have already 
been advanced,” said Mr. Hosmer; “ Dut the 
down-East fires had nothing to do with this. The 
advance was due toa summing up of our com- 
bined experience withsuch risks during a long 
number of years. Bat no new advance either 
on general or special risks is contem 
There is no reason why the Boston and Lyna 
fires should affect our rates. The Seattle and 
Spokane fires did not. They caused an’ increase 
of rates on the Pacific coast owing to the e 
rious inroads they made into the surplus 
and capital of the Pacific coast companies, 
But the Eastern and British companies which 
lost in those Western fires did not feel the loss 
enough to raise their rates in other parts of the, 
country. By the system of reinsurance tow 
practiced by nearty all companies great losses 
are so generally distributed that they are dis- 
astrous only to the weak companies, The a 
and Lynn insurance was muinoly carried by 
larger Eastern and British companies, and 
through the reinsurance they carry in other com- 
panies they will be able to stand their losses 
without hardship. While I have no doubt a 
greates than usual numberof small companies 
will go into liquidation the first of the year as & 
direct result of these big fires, I do not think the 
aggregate effect on the insurance interests of the 
country will be such as to cause an increase of 
rates anywhere but in New York and Boston, 
and there only because the rates have been per- 
mitted to fail below a safe standard.” 

C. R. Hopkins, Vice-President of the Insurance 
Exchange, was positive rates would not be in- 
creased in Chicago. 

“Insurance men,” he said, do not want rates 
higher than they are. Our surest and best profits 
are made on residence property. on which our 
rates are lowest. If we could throw up our high 
rates, with their correspondingly high risks, al- 
together we would de better ofl. Rates in Chi- 
cago will remain as they are.“ 


NATIONAL WOOL-GROWERS’ MEETING, 


Colambus Delano’s Address Before the 
Washington Gathering—The Act of 1883. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 4.—At the National 

Wool-Growers’ meeting a committee to prepare 

an address to the wool-growers of the United 

States was appointed. Judge Lawrence of Ohio 

delivered an address upon the subject of wool- 

growing in the United States. The feature of 
today's meeting was the annual address of 

Columbus Delano of Ohio, President of the Na- 

tional Wool-Growers’ Association. He began by 

saying that both food and clothing should be 
duced at home, not purchased from abroad, when 
the people who consume them have facilities for 
their production. Necessity alone can justify 
their importation. Continuing, he said: 

* Suppose the Nation involved in a war, for- 
eign or domestic, of serious dimensions, like 
that, for example, of the late rebellion; suppose 
our commerce embarrassed as it was @ that 
time; suppose our demand for wool no greater 
than it then was, and suppose that free trade 
had destroyed the sheep industry and turned 
over to foreign nations the production of our 
wool. and we may be able to sppreciate the 
folly, if not the crime, of attempting to put wool 
on the free list. 

“ Influenced by the act of 1883.” he continued, 
„ wool-growing languishes throughout the United 
States, and without relief it must soon perish. 
In Texas the wool clip of 1883 was of the value of 
$0,228,234. In 1887 it was $5,016,674, showing @ 
loss of $4,211,560. Is it desirable to extinguish 
the industry best adapted to this vast section un- 
der the cry of free trade’ or ‘free wool’? Who. 
will be benefited by a policy so unwise? None, 
except foreign nations. Under the influence’ of 
the act of 1888 our annual clip has been reduced 
55,000,000 pounds, while it should have increased 
at the rate of 2 per cent annually to keep pace 
with the natural growth of the country.” 

The speaker read statistics from well-known 
authorities tending to show the necessity of pro- 
tection in order to preserve the wool industry, 
ana then said: 

No further argument is needed to prove that 
free wool is death to this industry, and none who 

refer the interests of this Nation to those of 

oreign nations will fail to regret so serious 3 

blow to our wool-growers and to the Nation at 

large as free wool will inflict; and none but 
those under the influence of personal interest or 
traditional prejudices will fail to admit that the - 
tempt to put wgol on the free list is an economic 
blunder. To those who favor free trade as our 
true policy I add no protest against free wool. 
From their standpoint they are right. It it be 
free trade let us have it as a system, pure and 
simple, without the adulteration of duplicity un- 
der the name of ‘incidental protection,’ Let us 
do one or the other and have an economic poi- 
icy that is entitled to an honest and correct 
name. A ‘tariff for revenue’ with incidental 

protection is a delusion and a fraud. We need a 

national policy on this subject honestly named. 

If protection let it be general and uniform, em- 

bracing ail American industries that can be prot- 

itably pursued by our people.” 

In conclusion Mr. Delano said: * Give, then, 
to the United States a wise economic policy that 
will stimulate to activity our looms, spincies, 
furnaces, forges, and anvils, and thus give in- 
creased activity, more employment, and better 
wages to all laboring classes who are ready to 
unite in promoting a general prosperity and we 
shall soon develop our various and inexhaustibie 
resources. By such a system one industry Will 
aid in supporting another, and we shall not be 
compelled to purchase from other nations, for 
our production will exceed our consumption and 
we shall increase in wealth, prosperity, and hap- 

ness. 

2 At the conolusion of the address the meeting 
adjourned and the delegates in a body called on 
the Piesident and Secretary Rusk. eir brief 
interview with the President, as well as that 
with the Secretary of Agriculture, is said to have 
been of a satisfactory cbaracter.

MARKETS. 


The leading produce markets were tame yes- 
terday, and grain averaged weaker, though there 
was good buymg of oats, and a small trade in 
provisions. There was not much doing on outside 
account, and local operators were apparently 
not disposed to expect much on this side of the 
Christmas holidays. 

Hamil remarks that England is about the only 
buyer of our wheat this year, and her wants are 
being. tenderly looked after by other countries. 
He also says thatin every one of the crop years 
in which we have made large shipments to Eu- 
rope there has been a big movement in the fall 
months. After about the beginning of February 
our surplus is rather pushed out upon buyers 
than drawn out by areal toreign demand. He 
does not see it likely that this time will prove an 
exception to the ruie, and higher prices soon 
after this date would probably mean a corre- 
sponding depression in the spring when the grain 
would have to be moved. 

A letter from Kansas City says Monday's re- 
ceipts of grain were large at that point, especial- 
ly of corn,and the indications favor a liberal 
movement from the country.

ngs. 

"Heese stated yesterday to a friend that he has 
in his elevator about 700,000 bu oats. This et- 
fectually disposes of the claim that the total in 
all the eight private elevators of the city is only 
550,000 bu. Probably the aggregate is not far 
from 1,500,000 bu. And this ruises the question 
how much value can be attached to the contem- 
porary estimate of a little over 1,000,000 bu wheat 
in the said private houses. 

It is rumored from New York that about 1.500. 
000 bu oats have been taken there for export, 
and this fact may be cited to account for the 
strength in themarket here. But old heads in 
the trade think the statement ought to be taken 
with more than a single grain of allowance. The 
previous rumors of the last two or three weeks 
amount to a total of some 400,000 bu, but it is dif- 
ficult to fin@ that half so much has really gone 
out of port for the ocean journey. 

Foreigners were reported to be good buyers of 
wheat in New York on all the soft spots, and a 
good inguiry both by millers and exporters was 
reported by Ciark to be a feature of the day

One firm in this city delivered out about 500,000 
bu December corn in the afternoon. 

New York reports 48,000 bu wheat, 128,000 bu 
corn, and 200,000 bu oats taken for export. Jones- 
Kennett had news of 108,000 bu wheat taken in 
Baltimore. 

The St, Ppul Proneer- Press says farmers in the 
Northwest have already sold 50,000,000 bu of their 
wheat, and now have not more than half that 
quantity to sell. In the last three months they 
have sold two-thirds of their surplus. 

It is reported that about 300,000 bris of Ameri- 
can flour have been sold this year for the mari- 
time trade in Canada, This represents 1,425,000 
bu wheat. 

The exports of wheat last week from the Baltic 
and Southern European ports were 2,880,000 
bu, of which 2,480,000 bu were for the United 
Kingdom. This is nearly equal to the average 
weekly import wants of the British Islands, and 
the movement may explain the slackness of ex- 
port business here,
